When Calhoun's 
offer was read at the mass meeting at 
Central Park today it was greeted 
with. a disapproving storm of catcalls 
and hisses. On motion, it was de- 
cided not to receive the proposal on 
the pretext that it had not been sent 
to the union, but to an outside party. 
The union then decided that it 
would remain steadfast to its original 
demands of $3 per day and eight hours 
a day. It was further decided to tle 
up the California-street cable road and 
the Geary-street cable road if the de- 
mands of the- men are not granted. 
These roads have already announced 
that they will abide by whatever de- 
cision is reached by the United Rall- 
roads. The meeti adjourned with- 
out naming a time reassembling.

month of $8,301,258. The amount of 
circulation based on’ United States 
bonds was $525,439,160, an increase for 
the year of $45,652,995, and an in- 
crease for the month of $7,865,761. The 
amount of circulation secured by law- 
ful money was $45,414,143, an increase 
for the year of $11,978,941, and an in- 
crease for the month of 495. 


Monthly Coinage Large. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. — The 
monthly statement of the coinage ex- 
ecuted at the mints of the United 
States during August shows a total 
of 13,820,000 pieces, with a value of 
$9,369,100. Of this, 632,000 pieces were 
eagies and double eagles, value 
$30,000, and 5,178,000 pieces of silver, 
amounting to $909,000. There were 8, 
010,000 one-cént pieces struck off, be- 
sides 200,000 five-peso gold pieces for 
Mexico and 30,000 silver pesos for the 
Philippines, for which work no charge 
except the cost of labor Is made. 


Month Shows Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.— The 
monthly statement of the government 
receipts and expenditures shows that 
for the month of August, 1906, the to- 
tal receipts weré $56,007,596, and the 
expenditures $47,848,449, leaving a sur- 
plus for the month of $8,155,147.

Justice William -G. Lorigan of San 
José will have some difficulty in re- 
turning to the Supreme Bench, to 
which he was appointed by the Gov- 
ernor in 1903 to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Justice Jackson Tem- 
ple. Superior Judge A. G. Burnett of 
Sonoma county is said to be slated for 
the place. Indications, however, are 
that the contest will be close. Three 
Justices of the Supreme Court are to 
be nominated at the Santa Cruz con- 
vent the other two who are slated, 
as I r it, being Justice F. W. Hen- 
shaw of Oakland, whose term ts 
about to expire, and Justice M. C. 
Sloss of San Francisco, who was ap- 
pointed to the vacancy caused by the 
death of Justice Walter Van Dyke.

If one of the constitutional amend- / 
ments adopted by the Legislature at 
ite last regular session goes through 
there will be greater inducements for 
able men to go to the State Senate 
and Assembly, greater from the 
standpoint of salary, at least. It the 
people approve of the amendment, the 
pay for members of the Legislature 
thereafter will be $1000 r session, 
instead of $8 a day, as at p t. Pro- 
vision is made, too, for cutting down 
the patronage now enjoyed by the 
lawmakers, so that there would not 
be so many sinecures for political 
loafers. 

Under the amendment the allow- 
ance for expenses would be reduced 
to $500 a day, whereas in recent ses- 
sions it has amounted to probably four 
times that amount. 

It has been the rule for the Senate 
and the Assembly to Umit the daily 
expenses at the outset of a session 
and then to forget all about the limit, 
making places for useless supernu- 
mernries as a reward for political 
services, and clogging the nalls and 
committee rooms with “clerks” who 
could not write, and “stenographers” 
who could not tell a typewriter from 
a sewing machine. The adoption of 
the amend@ent by the people would 
deprive many local lights of snug 
sums that they receive every two 
years as honorariums from legislators 
they help to keep in office, while the 
recipients are not even required to 
go to Sacramento to draw the money. 

Under the present system, members 
of the Legisiature receive, on an av- 
erage, about 3500 in salary for a R- 
sion, but the generous patronage al- 
lowed them by the State has helped 
greatly in keeping their individual po- 
litical machines in fine running order 
and a change would work wonders.

Mr. Shepard thinks that this 
practice can be stopped by the neces- 
sary proviso, in the game laws, and 
he believes that he can make the resort 
equally as attractive as the seal rocks 
at the Cliff. House.

HOKE SMITH’S VICTORY OVER 
HOWELL UNEXPECTED. 

Former Secretary of Interior Seems 
Certain of Being Next Governar of 
Cracker State, Having Won Em- 
phatic Victory at Primaries—Tri- 

umph Means Great Change. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.— Demo- 
orats here were not prepared for Hoke 


Smith’s pronounced victory over Clark | 


Howell in the primaries held last week 
in Georgia to determine who should 
be candidate for Governor. Mr. Howell 
and the element he represents in 
Georgia, politics had been considered 
practically unbeatable for more than 
a decade. 

Mr. Howell had been in politics ever 
Since he has been entitled to a vote, 
and this is his first defeat. He was 
a member of the Legisiature and was 
elected Speaker of the House almost | 
without opposition. 
member of the Senate and president 
of that body. 

The politica] career that Mr. Howell 


had mapped out for himself included 


the Governorship and Jater a seat in 
the United States Senate to succeed 
Clay. Clay and Howell both live in 
the northern part of the State.

FRENCH LAW WORKS HARDSHIP. 


the “Six-Day” Statutes Are 
Enforced. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

PARIS, Sept. 1—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The law instituting a six-day 
working week, passed by the French 
Parliament last session, is threatening 
to be the cause of an endless amount 
of friction between workmen and their 
employers. 

According to the law, wherever pos- 
sible, the day of rest is to be Sunday. 
Barbers declared that half of the city 
gots shaved and cuts its hair on the 
first day of the week, and that, there- 
fore, Sunday closing ‘spelled ruin. The 
master bakers. decided that Sunday 
should be their day off, which means 
stale bread for the capital on Mon- 


ay.

EAST FOR MESSENGERS. 

But it is easy for the messenger boy, 
who dashes in with coin in his hand 
and with the terse request for “coke” 
or morphine, 

More than sixty stores in Los An- 
geles sell these drugs. The greater 
number comply with the law, but cer- 
tain stores cater to flends, making 
it their specialty. 


At one store on Aliso street, while a 


reporter was talking with the proprie- 
tor, who claimed he sold less than six- 
ty grains of each drug daily, six flends 
entered the store, asked for cocaine, 
and were refused by the druggist, who 
told them he was not selling it.

Union Company Buys a Site 
for Business, 

Important Export Trade One 
of Main Aims, 


Los Angeles is to become one of the 
great stock markets of the United 
States, notable for the magnitude of its 
sales and for the entensiveness of its 


the plans of the Union Stock Yards 
mature, as there Is now bright promise 
of their doing. 
Indeed, those e in the stock 
business here say that during the past 
year Los Angeles has ben one of the 
greatest horse and mule markets in 
America, and that its commerce in oth- 
er live stock runs into totals that are 
surprising to those who have given 
these interests only casual attention, 
The largest stock yards west of Kan- 
sas City; the strongest commercial 
concern to handle the stock business 
in this part of the Pacific Coast: the 
most complete and most unique stock 
exchange of any city outside of Chi- 
cago; facilities for developing an ex- 
port trade of vast importance—these 
are some of the factors in the plans of 
the Union Stock Yards of this city. 
The Union Stock Yards has been in- 


@ capital stock of $500,000. It is con- 
fidently stated that this will de fully 
paid within the present month. Many 
men of prominence in various commer- 
cial lines are interested in the new ven- 
ture. The treasurer of the concern is 
M. N. Newmark of the firm of New- 


attorney is S. T. Mock. Other officers 
will be elected this week, and it is ex- 
pected that actual building operations 
will be begun by October. 

LARGE BUILDING PLANNED. 

The plan of the Unſon Stock Yards 
is to become the general headquarters 
for the stock business of the Southwest. 
The company has purchased a tract of 
forty-nine acres in the southeastern 
section, just outside the city limits. 
This will be the site for the great stock 
exchange. 

A massive building which will cost 
probably $70,000 is to be erected on 
this site. The building itself will have 
many novel features.. It will contain 
fifty offices for stock brokers, railroad 
freight offices, etc., and there will be 
}rovision for two banks on the first 
floor. It is probable that the stock 
yards company will operate one bank 
itself, as it now holds a charter for 
one. 

The building will be two stories, 
massive in appearance, and will have 
a frontage of 210 feet. In the center 
wilt arise a handsome tower, and in 
this section will be located the offices 
of the stock yards company, where a 
complete survey of the stock yards can 
be obtained at all times. 

An assembly hall, 680x100 feet, 
have a place on the first floor. There 
will be a restaurant, barber shop, 
baths, lodgings—in fact, every conven- 
ience for stockmen and travelers.

MANY HOLDING CONTRACTS AT 
OLD RATES STUCK. 


Crude Up Eighty Per Cent. Within 
Six Months and as Predicted by 
“The Times” Values Have Steadily 
Risen—Leased Wells Consolidated. 
Investigation Proposed. 2 


As predicted by The Times, the price 
of crude oll has steadily risen. 

Oil dealers with long-time contracts 
at prices prevailing six months ago are 
stuck.

But this ts not all, for the dealers 
holding the short end find that even at 
the increased price a sufficient quan- 
tity of oil is hard to get.

Prices for the crop of walnuts about 
to be harvested were fixed yesterday at

which the drug was purchased, and 
also that it be labeled “poison.” 
CANNOT TRUST EM. 


North Main street, the proprietor said 
his store was located in a district 
where the demand for “dope” seemed 
to be excessive. They come in here.“ 
said Mr. Giese, “by the dozens, men 
and women, and many young boys. I 
do not sell to them. I cannot afford 
to. They steal more than they buy. I 
cannot afford to cage my goods in or- 
der to protect them from thieves.” 

An examination of the poison regis- 
ter indicated that stores south of First 
street sold comparatively a small 
amount of the drug. 

At one store on North Main street, 
while a reporter was drinking soda 
water, two fiends ambled in. Each 
threw down 15 cents, and the drug- 
gist reached underneath the counter 
and to one dealt out the blue“ co- 
caine and to the other the white.“ 
Neither customer was required to sign 
the poison register, and no memo- 
randum was made in the book. When 
asked if he sold much “dope,” the 
proprietor answered that he did not. 
He said he sold practically none. 
When asked how he knew which kind 
of cocaine the two men had wanted 
a few minutes before, he became an- 
gery. He said he didn’t desire to dis- 
cuss a personal matter, which ‘was 
“beneath the dignity of a druggist.” 

When the same two fiends were seen 
later they said they had been in the 
habit of getting their dope at that 
store for months, and had not been 
required to sign the poison register

ADMITS BIG SALES. 

At another pharmacy on North 
Main street the proprietor was out of 
the city.. One of the clerks was 


＋ could not let you see the regis- 
ter,” the clerk replied. “It fs against 
the orders of the house.“ 

Asked as to an approximate esti- 
mate of the amount sold daily, the 
man said it would be almost impossi- 
ble to estimate. 

“It is more in this store than in any 
other store I’ve worked in my life,” 
he said. “The morphine sold here 
daily is tremendous.” 

Asked if averaging the the sales 
registered in the poison book would 
not give the amount sold daily, the 
looked surprised.

“Oliver Twist,” who, probably, takes 
more dope daily than any other fiend 
in Los Angeles, was located at his 
rooming-house on Marchessault street, 
known as “The Great Eastern. 
“Oliver” has had much local experi- 
ence in the buying of morphine and 
cocaine, and knows where it can be 
purchased. 

Asked how much he used a day, the 
old negro cocked his eye. “That's 
hard to estimate, sah,” he said.

“Oliver” lives with young Johnny 
McGraw in a little room, 
the second story of the “Great East- 
ern.” The reom is segregated from the 
thirty beds in other rooms by a red- 
wood partition, and has only one bed 


In it. Oliver keeps it looking cleaner 
than most of the bunks in the room, 
and takes alternate turns with Mc- 


Graw sleeping on the one bunk. 

On the door of many a room had 
been painted a skull and cross bones. 
The inmates of the rooms were verita- 
ble human skeletons. One 
who was called out held in his “shot” 
with his right hand, making horrible 
— while awaiting the et-

Seven fiends at this rooming-house 
told where they could get their 
“dope” and would not have to sign 
for it, saying it could be purchased 
indiscriminately in five stores located 
north of First street. 


OLD HAUNT DESERTED. 
A few months ago what was termed 
the most notorious dope dive in Los 
basement at Nos. 
221 and 223 Jackson alley. Recently 
1 has been vacated, only the rem- 
nants of the old equipment remaining. 
One familiar with, the vile place while 
it was in operation, said: 

“When I went into that dive I be- 
lieve I saw the most ghastly and 
grewsome den I ever was in. Seated 


were seven men. Each of them held 
a dirty spoon containing a crystal of 
‘dope’ over the glimmering light. 
When the water began to steam, the 
spoon would be taken from the flame, 
allowing the crystals to thoroughly 
dissolve without boiling.

An hour later I returned to the 
place and found the same men hud- 
died around the flickering light, heat- 
ing another shot.” 

A recent visit to this place in Jack- 
son alley disclosed the sa para- 
phernalia, even the knives. being in 
their accustomed place. In one cor- 
ner an  ill-smelling 
thrown, and the earthen bunks, which 
had been built at the sides of the 
basement, were covered with the same 
old gunny sacks which were used a 
few months ago. Two cows were 
fenced within a few feet of the en- 
trance to the basement. 

The police say the old gang who 
used to live there has gone; some 
have been buried in paupers’ graves.

This is the declaration made in yes- 
terday morning’s Times by a mer- 
chant manufacturer of Los Angeles 
who is having a building put up on 
East First street. There is inspiration 
enough in. this thoroughly American 


against the combined world if every 
citizen of the republic felt its full 


This is a government where the ma- 
jority rules. But the majority, no mat- 
ter how overwhelming it may be, must 
rule under statute laws framed in ex- 
act accord with the Constitution of 
the United States, and fully in the 
spirit of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Think of one phrase in that 
immortal enunciation: “The right of 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
Ppiness!” Think of what the Bill of 
Rights means! It means that although 
this government is a government by 
the majority of the citizens of the re- 
public, yet the framers of that Con- 
stitution deliberately limited their 
powers so that no majority, however 
great, should exercise tyrannical pow- 
ers over the smallest minority. If the 
minority is but one and he the weak- 
est, humblest citizen in the republic, 
his rights are guarded under this 
Bm of Rights so absolutely and sa- 
credly that the whole mass of his 
fellow-citizens, 86,000,000 though they 
be, with all the army and navy of the 
United States behind them, cannot 
move him. 

Now this is the essence of our form 
of government. But we find ourselves 
teday confronted by two numerically 
small. minorities attempting to usurp 
for themselves all the privileges and 
rights of this government without one 
particle of regard for the rights of 
the great mass of the people, and in 
utter contempt of the provisions of the 
Constitution, of the laws upon the 
Statute books, and of every sentiment 
breathing through the Declaration of 
Independence. 

On the one side we see a purse- 
proud, for the most part a newly rich 
and utterly small minority of the peo- 
ple of this country attempting in con- 
tempt of every law of Congress and of 
every just right of their fellow-citi- 
zens, so to twist and thwart the func- 
tions of government as to gain for 
themselves gross special privileges 
which are destructively detrimental to 
the interests of the country at large. 
The trusts founded upon money, man- 
aged by men not only often withaut 
conscience, but sometimes without 
any sense of common honesty. con- 
stitute this mennce to the republic on 
the right-hand side. Over against 
these on the left-hand side stands an- 
other small minority made up of labor 
unions, misguided by professional 
loafers, utterly consclenceless, gener- 
ally not American-born citizens and 
often not American citizens at all, 
who try to arrogate to themselves all 
the rights existing under our govern- 
ment dnd under our laws. On which- 
ever side you look, these two minor!i- 
tiles deny to all outside their little cir- 
cle the right of life, of Uberty, and 
not merely the pursuit of happiness, 
but the pursuit of a livelihood. 

Now putting these two monopolies 
together, the trust founded upon 
money on one side and the labor trust 
on the other, and the aggregation 
would not constitute 10 per cent. of 
the population of the United States. So 
we have 90 per cent. of the popula- 
tion, that Is nine out of every ten, be- 
tween the two milistones—the capital- 
istic trust above, the labor-union trust 
below—being ground between the two. 
The 90 per cent. of the population 
which finds itself confronted by this 
serious condition forms the great 
working mass of this country, the 
real workers who with head and 
hands, with brains and brawn, are 
creating the great wealth of the coun- 
try upon which the happiness, well- 
being and prosperity of the whole 
mass of the people depend. 

On the one side the great trusts, 
because of their 
wealth, generally newly acquired and 
too often dishonestiy, seek to throttle 
our internal commerce by combines 
formed against the laws of the coun- 
try, bearing down prices of all prod- 
ucts of our farms and cattle ranges. 
of our mines and quarries, in order to 
obtain the raw materia! for their fac- 
tories at the lowest possible price re- 
gardiess of the just rights of the pro- 
ducers, a mass of millions of hard 
tolling “workers, and regardless of 
market conditions at the time being. 
The same illegally organized trusts 
then put their finished products upon 
the markets, and controlling these ab- 
solutely, they are enabled to wring 
from the mass of the people prices far 
beyond any reasonable recompense 
they are entitled to as earnings of their 
capital, The farmer, the cattle ranger, 
the miner, all of them intensely ear-

25 to 50 per cent. more than his little 
home ought to cost. Here he is con- 
fronted by a labor-union trust made 
up largely of a mass of half-skilled or 
non-skilled mechanics who are not 
satisfied with a wage the highest ever 
known in the wide world, a wage far 
above what the clerk. the small store- 
keeper or a thousand classes of work- 
ers in the community are paid for 
their services. This trust of labor un- 
ions sets no limit to avarice, considers 
no man's rights but its own. If 
anywhere an independent worker 
seeks to do a fair day’s work for a 
fair day's wages, he is subject not 
merely te gibes and jeers, has not 
only to undergo the humiliation of be- 
ing called \pfensive names and having 
opprobrious epithets hurled at his 
head, but if these indecent and illegal 
methods of intimidation do not prove 
effective, he finds himself subjected to 
violent assaults made upon his per- 
son. He often comes out of the strug- 
gie wounded, maimed. Sometimes he 
fails to come through at all, left dead 
upon the battlefield. 

Now there stands the situation for 
the independent worker whose capital: 
is his handicraft or whose capital 18 
his skill in some undertaking calling 
for mental effort. The whole question 
sifts down to a very simple one. Is this 
to be a “government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people,” or is it 
to be a government of trusts, by 
trusts, aud for trusts? Is the great 
majority of the people of the United 
States to enjoy life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness under the Con- 
stitution of the United States, or shall 
a minority of capitalists upon one side 
and of tyrannous labor unionists upon 
the other control the ‘Industries of 
this country and monopolize all the 
rights of citizenship? Is the independ- 
ent worker, American in spirit, hon- 


in his purposes and in his acts, to be 
allowed to work according to the 
guidance of his own judgment, or is 
this immense majority of 90 per cent. 
of the population to be ground be- 
tween the upper and nether millstones 
of these two illegal and unjust trusts? 


DANGEROUS PROGRAMME. 


By his tentative indorsement of 
the doctrine of public ownership of 
railways, W. J. Bryan has succeeded 


the ears“ in practically every State of 
the Union. He has considerably les- 
sened his 
unanimous Democratic nomination for 
the Presidency, and has reduced his 
chances of election by a larger per- 
centage. Mr. Bryan will be nominated 
without much doubt, and any loss of 
prestige may not count as to that. As 
tor his chances of being elected, it is 
hardly necessary to say that he can- 
not afford to lose any of them. 
Government regulation of railroads 
and government ownership of ra- 
roads are two distinctly different 
propositions. It is clearly the duty of 
the government to regulate interstate 
traffic, and to exercise such supervis- 
ory control over railroad operation as 
will insure just treatment to the pub- 
lic. But the time for the government 
to own and operate railroads gener- 
ally has not yet arrived, and there are 
well-defined doubts whether it ever 
will arrive in this country. Mr. Bryan 
has devoted a good part of his polit- 
ical life to opposing what he has been 
pleased to denominate ‘centralization 
of power.” Government ownership of 
the railroads would constitute as com- 
plete centralization of power as could 
be imagined. The power which the 
railroads as separate corporations 
have been able to exercise is as noth- 
ing compared to the power which the 
national government would wield as 
the sole owner and operator of all the 
railroads in the United States. 
Few persons realize what this vast 
concentration of power in the hands 
of a dominant political party, repre- 
senting the government, would mean. 
The total railway mileage in the 
United States, including side tracks, 
etc., is 297,073.34 miles, or enough to 
reach from the earth to the moon, 
with over 60,000 miles to spare. The 
total number of railway employés 18 
1,296,481, who receive aggregate wages 
amounting to $817,598,810. The grqss 
annual earnings are 81.978, 174,01, and 
the total cost of the roads and their 
equipment reaches the vast aggregate 
of $10,784,449,493. The danger of gov- 
ernment ownership and operation 
of these vast properties, with 
their intimate relation to the lives, 
the opportunities and the prop- 
erty of the people, cannot well be 
overestimated. Questions of trans- 
portation would speedily resolve them- 
selves into political issues, and cam- 
paigns would be conducted largely 
with a view to securing control of the 
railroads. A party which should once 
gain control of the government (in- 
cluding both branches of Congress) 
would be able to keep itself in power 
indefinitely, in spite of civil-service 
rules or any other agency. With 1.296. 
121 railroad employés (and the num- 
ber would be much increa under 
Federal ownership.) to su rt it in 
power, the dominant party would have 
no great difficulty in perpetuating its 
dominance, and would constitute a 
centralized power more vicious, and 
with greater possibilities for evil, than 
any untoward influence that has here- 
tofore made itself felt in our system 
of government. 
Bryan, the erstwhile clamorous ad- 
vocate of decéntralization in the na- 
tional government, is guilty of self- 
stultification when he comes forward 
as an advocate, though a cautious one, 
of government ownership of the rall- 
roads. He has succeeded in dividing 
the Democratic party into unfriendly 
if not hostile camps by his first set 
speeoh since arriving in the United 
States. It is rather early to begin the 
Presidential campaign of 1908. If Bryan 
keeps up the pace which he has set, he 
will be quite likely to wear himself 
out before the actual beginning of the 
campaign, and to find himself the 
representative of a faction instead of a 
political party when the time comes 
for taking a position on the firing line. 


HE NEW SALOON ORDINANCE. 


The Counell has done the right 
thing in finally enacting the new saloon 
ordinance. Under its provisions the 
establishment of a saloon in any city 
block, unless the consent of property 
owners representing two-thirds of the 
frontage in the block be firat secured, 
is made illegal.

There is no justice in forcing 
a saloon upon the property owners of 
any block in the city. Unless at least 
two-thirds of the property owners de- 
sire it, it should be regarded as a nui- 
sance, not ta be tolerated.

censure. The offending Commissioners 
have disgraced themselves. They 
have ignored and violated their own 
rules, and have betrayed shameless 
subserviency to the liquer ring. Their 
retirement to private life would be 
a boon to the city. They have misrep- 
resented public sentiment, have vio- 
lated their obligations to the commu- 
nity, and have shown themselves to be 
unworthy of the responsible positions 
which they occupy. 

The people of Los Angeles will re- 
member these officials. Their sins of 
omission and of commission are many, 
not to be overlooked nor lightly for- 
given. Their domination by the liquor 
interests has been so flagrantly ob- 
vious as to constitute a continuing 
scandal. They have chosen to repre- 
sent the whisky interests, in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the licensing and 
regulation of the liquor traffic, rather 
than to represent the interests of the 
people. 

Men of sound judgment and of un- 
blemished political integrity should be 
chosen for Police Commissioners.

EVER SHOOTS STRAIGHT. 


Our entertaining, spectacular 
friend, Willlam Jennings Bryan, is 
once more on his native soll, and, of 
course, is talking. He threatens to 
take a post-graduate course in college 
in order to learn a few more lan- 
guages. Bryan talks so much in one 
language that the prospect of his elo- 
quence in several tongues is the most 
appalling threat that has come to us 
since his last campaign. In the one 
tongue, which, it must be said, he 
commands like 4 past master at a 
gabfest, he reeled off a matter of 
about a page of solid matter in The 
Times as an appetizer, and promised 
that there is more coming. Needless 
promise. There will be no end of talk 
from our friend for two years to come. 
Let us take up two points In Bryan's 
speech Thursday night in New York. 
First speaking of what he is pleased 
to call “government by injunction,” 
he says: “As the main purpose of the 
writ (of injunction) is to evade trial 
by jury, it is really an attack upon 
the jury system and ought to arouse 
an unanimous protest.“ Now, there 
is no such thing in America as gov- 
ernment by injunction. Government 
in America in tripartite. The legis- 
lative branch of our government is not 
the government. It is only one part 
of it. The judiciary is not the govern- 
ment. It is only a cognate part 
of it. The executive branch of 
the government is not the gov- 
ernment. It is. only a part of 
it. It takes all three branches 
to make up the government of the 
United States under our Constitution. 
The functions of each are very care- 
fully guarded from encroachment 
upon the part of either of the 
other branches. Again, writs of 
injunction are not to evade trial 
by jury. There has not deen 
an instance in which a court in 
the United States has ever been known 
to issue such a writ in order to cut off 
a defendant litigant from the right of 
a jury trial. It is absolutely a false 
statement made by Mr. Bryan, and a 
foolishly false one. The objections to 
writs of injunction are raised almost 
exclusively by the leaders of labor- 
union organizations. When the mem- 
bers of a labor union exercise a right 
which nobody tries to deny them, 
which nobody can deny them, and go 
on strike, if they will obey the laws, 


as to whether he is working too long 


right violence, then no writ, of injunc- 
tion will be asked for, or, if asked for, 
it would be refused by any court in 
the United States. But if men, mem- 
bers of a labor union or otherwise, 
when they go out on strike, try to ex- 
ercise a right that is not theirs, either 
in morals or in law, and proceed to 
disturb the peace, to molest industri- 
ous men who are trying to go about 
their business and perform the duties 
they have undertaken for their em- 
ployers, then the asking of a writ of 
injunction to restrain them from thus 
disturbing the peace, from interfering 
with the constitutional rights. of their 
fellow-men—and emphatically so when 
picketing threatens to lead to down- 
right violence, to arsen, to assaults 
upon the persons of workingmen, 
and often to absolute murder—the is- 
suing of such a writ of injunction has 
not for its intention or purpose the de- 
nial to these men of a trial by jury. 
These are specifically the cases in 
which writs of injunction are asked 
for and issued, against which all this 
clamor about “government by injunc- 
tion” is raised. There is no man fn 
the United States who knows this bet- 
ter than William Jennings Bryan. 
When he got up and talked as he did 
in New York on Thursday night about 
the issuing of such writs of injunc- 
tion being designed to deprive any- 
body of trial by jury, or as aimed at 
the jury system, he knew as well as he 
knew that he had had his breakfast 
that he was guilty of gross and dan- 
gerous demagogy, and that he was 
making statements false in fact as 
well as in principle. 

‘The very next section of the Bryan 
speech, in which he joins in the same 
labor-union clamor for an eight-hour 
day, illustrates again Bryan's inabil- 
ity to shoot straight at any subject. 
He displays here, as usual, utter in- 
ability to think either profoundly or 
directly. There are just two fair, 
Square grounds on which to base labor 
and its remuneration. The first fair 
ground is the piece system. Pay 
every workingman by the piece, just 
so much for each finished bit of work 
he turns out in proper workmanlike 
shape. That gives every man an ab- 
solutely square chance to work and 
earn wages in accordance with his 
ability and diligence. The skillful 
workman, who sticks closely to his 
duties, is thus paid exactly in propor- 
tion to what he does. The poor work- 
man, not diligent in the pursuit of his 
calling, gets what is coming to him, 
and gets no more. He is entitled to 
no more, and in every sense of justice 
should not ask for more. The. piece 
system cannot be applied to all classes 
of work. 

Then the next fair, square and just 
measure of labor by wages is to pay 
by the hour. If this hour system 
were put in practice where the piece 
system is impossible, it would elimi- 
nate a full 50 per cent. of all the 
causes of dispute existing between 
labor and capital. Then the work- 
man would determine just how many 
hours a day he will devote to his call- 
ing. He will be paid so much for 
each hour that he works, and he will 
have no conténtion with his employers 


or too short. Of course, in such a case, 
there would have to be a definite un- 
derstanding and a binding contract 
between the employer and the em- 
ployés as to just how many hours a 
day each one should ordinarily de- 
vote to his business. This might pe 
safeguarded by giving a man the 
privilege of putting on a substitute 
for any hours in a day or week dur- 
ing which he was not disposed to pur- 
sue his regular vocation. Of course, 
the: understanding would have to 
that he put on a wkillful, faitaful m 
to take his place while absent. 

Mr. Bryan is a lawyer; at least, he 
has been accorded the right to prac- 
tice before our courts. For this rea-

It ia often said loose- 
ly that a child has stuttered “ever- 
since he began to talk.” But careful 
inquiry usually shows that at first 
ne talked in the ordinary way, and 
that the stutter did not make its ap- 
pearance until the age of 3 or 4 yéars. 
It may commence much later, espe- 
elally at. -* epoch in the child's life, 
such as at the second dentition, or 
when he first goes to day school or 
boarding school. At such epochs, too, 
a slight stutter often becomes inten- 
sified, and one. which has been re- 
covered from may reappear. A simi- 
lar reappearance of a lost stutter may 
occur if the boy goes to live in a 
foreign country, where he has to talk 
in an unfamiliar language. 

Of the etiology of stuttering we 
know nothing definite. Direct inhert- 
tance is rare, and possibly imitation 
is the chief factor when father and 
son are afferted. There is usually a 
well-marked neurotic inheritance, oth- 
ers in the family having various forms 
of nervous complaints. But 1 have not 
been able to. confirm Charcot’s state- 
ment that stuttering and ordinary fa- 
clal paralysis frequently occur in the 
same family. Shocks, frights and de- 
82 after some acute iliness are the 
in. causes to which the onset is most tre- 


quently attributed by patents. Imita- 


tion is undoubtedly an occasional 
cause, children having often ‘been 
known to start the habit when put 
in charge of a stuttering nursemaid. 
A friend of mine who was extremely 
fond of horses and was hardly to be 
kept out of. the stables, acquired A 
most obstinate stutter from thg groom. 
Adenoid yegetations are often met 
with and are important as a predis- 
posing cause, since they tend to pre- 
vent the proper: filling of the chest 
with air. When present they should 
be removed as a preliminary measure, 
although it must ‘not be expected that 
their removal will lead to a prompt 
cessation of the stutter. At one time 
it was supposed that there were mal- 
formations in the mouth and tongue, 
but the fact that the stutter is only 
occasional would be sufficient to dis- 
pose of that idea. Early in the iast 
century there was a short period of 
surgical enthusiasm based on this er- 
roneous notion, and extensive divis- 
ions of lingual muscles were carried 
out. As was to be expected, no im- 
provement took place, and in many in- 


stances the results were disastrous. 
The defect is not a structural 
one, but is due to some faulty 


control of the nerve centers over the 


muscles which bring into play the me- 
chanical arrangements for the pro- 
duction of articulate speech.—{W, 8

Brush and 
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QUAIL COMING 
SPORT PLENTY. 


S poting Outlook a Delight 
to the Sportsmen. 


Bhse Birds Have Bred at a 


Phenomenal Rate. 


Plenty of Feed a 
Protective Factor.: 


Although the deer season is a fiat 
failure and the dove hunting has not 
amounted to much, knights of the 
trigger are far from being a down- 


uall 
winter, and encouraged daily hy the 
reports of returning campers from ev- 
ery quarter, the sportsmen are keep- 
ing their hopes high and their guns in 
good repair for the bombardment that 
is to open on hill and mesa only a 
month and a half hence. 
Nature usually compensates the gun- 
ning fraternity for loss of sport in any 
one quarter, and the great prevalence 
of brush which has made the search 
for deer so unprofitable every where 
has yielded most beneficent protec- 
tion to the quail, while at the same 
time it promises well for next year's 
supply of bucks. 
So generally have the quail taken ad- 


agate that observing sportsmen in all 
the counties have taken note of two 
broods thus far, while in some favored 
sections they declare it books much 
as if the summer's first brood were 
trying the duties of incubation also— 
a rather unusual thing, for the quail 
seldom settles down to the most seri- 
ous business of her life until she has 
passed over a winter’s woes herself. 

Only to the great quantity of cover 
everywhere afforded by last winters 
bounteous rains, and the liberal crop 
of weed seeds, barley and other feed, 
natural or cultivated, can the rapid 
increase in the supply of California’s 
mest favored game bird be accredited. 
After dry winters, and in times of 
feed scarcity the quail sometimes do 
not breed at all, their matinct prompt- 
ing them to refrain from increasing the 
number of mouths that must be fed 
unless the food supply is commensur- 
ate, and by the same marvelous proc- 
ess of reasoning or intuition—call it 
instinct if you will, for that is a safe, 
comprehensive and indefinable term 
that like charity covers a multitude of 
sins, and a vast amount of guesswork 
—in favorable years the .bonnie little 
blue birds are prompted to make up for 
their lost time. Hence the double— 
or even triple—breedings in a summer. 
Late spring rains destroyed very few

Yet the true sportsman tries to ipick 
male birds in such shooting and leaves 
the little hens to take care of their 
young even when necessity sits at the 
camp table and demands meat. 

All the dove hunters who prospected 
the Etiwanda country—from which, by 
the way, came some of the best sport 
of the season—found quail unusually 
numerous, but predict trouble in hunt- 
ing them owing to the thick brush 
everywhere. This in fact is the great- 
est menace to successful sport this

The brush is not as bad in this 
part of the country and many a local 
sportsman will profit by it next month. 

All around Lake Elsinore the quail 
have multiplied until the damage done 
last winter seems more than repaired. 
Wildomar and Murrietta are in the 
midst of as good quail country today 
as any one need ask to fire a gun 
over. The brush around the lake is 
bound to be a serious obstacle, and 
many places that were perfectly ac- 
cessible last year must be cut 
of the itinerary this fall owing to the 
tangles of chaparral and cactus,

Many young quail just hatched, 
probably the proceeds of the second 
brood, were noticed running from 
cover on the Lux place two weeks ago, 
some of them no bigger than a 8 
thumb, and the prettiest little things 
imaginable. Lux has waged war 
against wildcats, coyotes, and other 
pests of the generic classification of 
“varmints’—hunter’s slang for ver- 
min. Thus deprived of their natural 
enemies, the quail will increase at a 
redoubled rate in any locality, and the 
experiment should be tried by every 


gunner. 
Leg not a guilty rattler, bullet 
haw coyote, wildcat, weasel, skunk, 


or polecat escape,“ should be the 
watchword of every sportsman when 
in the field. By killing off these 8 
great can be accomplish iri 
protecting the game, since the varie- 
tles named prey largely upon birds 
and rabbits. These latter can never 

me a menace to agriculture in 
Southern California, because they are 
hunted down too close by the gun- 
ners. Therefore no harm can come of 
cleaning out a few of their hereditary 
enemies. 

The Newhall country, always popu- 
lar-with Los Angeles sportsmen owing 
to its ready accessibility by train, was 
prospected over quite generally by 
the dove and deer hunters, most of 
whom failed in their mission, but did 
not return empty-handed, since they 
located a number of quail claims that 
will yield pay dirt if properly 
worked this fall and winter. The 
Placerita Valley, and the hills about 
Saugus, the C e, and in fact parts 
of all the interior country which is 
tributary to the Santa Paula branch 
of the Southern Pacific and lies be- 
tween that town and Saugus, is splen- 
didly stocked with quail at the present 
writing, Santa Paula Cafion itself be- 
ing properly the province of Messrs. 
Elliott, Teague, and the rest of the 
“boys” who in that section seem 
equally apt with either gun or target 
rifie. Orie day’s effort by this party 
of crack shots will provide enough 
quail to feed a regiment; the experi- 
ment has been tried, and nobody ex- 
cept Under-Sheriff Bill Reilly of Ven- 
tura went away without his fill.

Local hunters during the early part 


the great washes which debouche on 
the northern side being at present lit- 
erally alive with quail. There is more 
cover and a great deal more cactus 
also, but the conditions are not inim- 
ical to working a well broken dog, and 
until the flocks have been driven into 
the higher and most inaccessible hills, 
some limits may be anticipated within 
an hour’s automobiling of Los An- 
geles. 

The northern part of the valley has 
usually proved the best for quail 
hunting, and this year bids fair to 
prove no exception. Monte Vista, 
with its benches along the cafion sides 
affords comparatively easy tramping, 
and the birds killed there are in ex- 
cellent condition owing to the plenty 
of feed at the cafion mouths. Much 
the same tale might be told of the 
Tejunga. 

Favored individuals who can secure 
the right to shoot upon some of the 
big preserved ranches of the valley 
may kill all the quail they desire all 
winter, but the rank and file will very 
soon hunt 
West of Fernando around the tunnel 
under Fremont Pass, are some round- 
ed hills that not only bear hundreds 
of quail, but combine with game 
plenty. easy hunting. 

Chatsworth, Calabasas, all have 
found many friends during the dove 
and deer season, though many have 
overlooked an essential point in quail 
hunting—that the birds must not only 
be plenty, but also accessible before 
limits are to be thought of seriously. 
Perpendicular cafions with impene- 
trable brush are very often favored of 
the quail, probably because they real- 
ize their safety in such locations. 

Thanks to the great plenty of 
and water this year, the sportsmen 
may rest ansired that their birds will 
prove no disappointment when nicely 
broiled and placed on the table.

GERMAIN PELLISSIER’S HOME. 


One of the most, substantial and 
comfortable residences built in Los 
Angeles during these recent days, 
when fine homes are bullt by the score, 
is that of Germain Pellissier, on Pel- 
lissier Place, near Seventh street. It 
is always difficult in these days to 
speak of the architectural style of a 
house. Los Angeles architects tive 
struck out into new lifes for them- 
selves. This is a perfectly roper 
thing to do. There is no sense in slav- 
ish subserviency to the ideals of the 
past. A living age is always an age 
of new inspirations. 
spirations, one might say that this 
house is of the mission inspiration, 
But it is barely an inspiration, for the 
whole treatment, both in lines and 
every use of the material at hand, is 
far more original than a copy of any- 
thing in the past. 

The structure is two stories, with at- 
tic above and basement under the 
whole lower part of the house. It is 
composed of seventeen rooms of am- 
ple size in every respect to afford per- 
fect comfort to those who are to spend 
their lives within its walls. The out- 
line on the ground shows an ampli- 
tude of 45x65 feet. Mr. Pellissier has 
set apart ample grounds to serve as 
a, setting for his beautiful new home. 


The material used is brick, giving a 
thoroughly lasting and substantial 
structure, and- this is treated with 


plaster on the outside. As one looks 
at the house and through it, he is im- 
pressed with the ideas of solidity and 
comfort carried through all the de- 
sign and all the treatment. 

| The view presented here is the side 
of the house. To the left the front 
entrance appears, and the center of 
the picture shows an ample porte co- 
chere, with a veranda running to the 
right all along the aide of the house. 
The eye will catch the French win- 
dows opening Jown on this veranda. 

The inside is in Oregon pine, with, 
of course. hardwood floors throughout 
the whole house. One of the features 
most suggestive of comfort and show- 
ing the absence of all attempt to spare 
expense is seen in the mantels and 
ample fireplaces found in every one of 
the principal rooms. These mantels 
present a very enchanting variety to 
the eye. Some are brick, some in 
tiles and others in wood. 
| This Pellissier mansion stands on 
a high, beautiful mesa in the western 
part of the city, looking westward to 
| the whole Hollywood country, and 
| sweeping around by Santa Monica, 
giving ocean views and 
views in great variety. The whole 
‘plain between Los Angeles and the sea 
stretches off to the south and south- 
east, taking in the Palos Verdes Hills, 
‘and farther on, San Pedro, 
| Beach, and away in the dim distance, 
almost 
Eastward stretches the populous and 
beautiful city of Los Angeles in the 
foreground, and far to the east the en- 
circling mountains cut the sky line 
at every int of view. 

Mr. Pellisster is an old-time rest- 
dent of Los Angeles, and has been 
one of the most successful among the 
jarge French colony of the city. He 
was a pioneer in building up Los An- 
geles. The Pellissier block at the cor- 
ner of Severth and Olive streets stood 
for years an outpost of building in a 
section then scarcely inhabited, but 
now in the midst of the new and 
growing business center of the city. 
Tunis great mesa, part of which the 
new residence occupies, was for years 
the Pellissier farm. 

F. Parmentier is the architect who 
drew the plans of this beautiful res- 
dence, and under whose supervision 
it has been bullt. The structure has 
but recently been finished, and is now 
occupied by the Pellissier family. The 
cost of the edifice ts said to be about 
$25,000.

Both seem to have been recruited from 
stock. Some amusement was gotten 
out of the business,“ but neither 
scored, each appearing peculiarly un- 
suited to the character assayed.” 


Henry ‘Arthur Jones arrived in New 
York on August 12 to attend rehears- 
als of his latest play, “The Hypo- 
crites.” During his stay in the city, 
which will last until he sees the first 
performance of his play, Mr. Jones is 
housed at the Hotel Marie Antoinette. 
Mr. Jones is not encouraged at the 
present state of the drama in England, 
says the Dramatic Mirror. He sees 
very little hope for a general return 
to the serious plays of a decade ago, 
and believes that the theatergoers have 
been fed for so long on musical plays 
and other “tomfoolery” that their 
taste for heavier mental food has 
come almost atrophied. 

“Do not think that I decry popular 
amusement,” said Mr. Jones one day 
last week. “I believe thoroughly in 
amusement, but 1 do believe also 
that there are other things on the 
stage to be sought after besides the 
men and the things that make one 
laugh. Managers are probably offer- 
ing the people what they want, which 
seems to be only slang and ‘tomfool- 
ery.. On the other hand, though, 
there are some managers who do not 
wish the people to begin thinking 
about the drama. It is more to their 
likine that the public continue to seek 
nothing more than amusement, and 
they are going their best to teach that 
the stage is only an amusement place. 
“As it is today, the serious drama

sical plays to one serious drama, and 
the art of acting and of the drama is 
thrown aside for mere fun. There are 
good actors in England, but seven- 
eighths of them are disengaged three- 
fourths of the time.

I asked Mr. Boni for his general 
views on music. 

“There is no music in nature, 
neither melody nor harmony. Music 
is the creation of man. He does not 
reproduce in music any combination of 
sounds he has ever heard or could pos- 
sibly hear in the natural world. As the 
painter transfers to his canvas the 
forms and tints he sees around him, 
the musician seizes the rough element 
of sound and compels it to work his

The Dread and Butter Question. 

Can painters of pictures make a 
comfortable living in Los Angeles? 

This pertinent query was put to me 
a few days ago by a woman who has 
a young son in the east a landscape 
painter and who is very anxious to 
have him come out and live with 
her here. He is now in Maine, and 
has won some measure of success as 
a painter of winter scenes. Here, of 
course, he would be compelled to turn 
his brush to the rendering of sun- 
shine, for we have no snow. Being 
a young man of sound common sense, 
he feels some natural hesitation 
about throwing away the substance 
for the shadow, so to speak—especial- 
ly as he does not know whether our 
sunshine, even when skillfully trans- 
N to canvas, can be coined into 
gold. 

I made my answer to this question 
of bread and butter as circumspect 
and as truthful as possible. I felt 
that, from my extended acquaintance 
with the painters of Los Angeles, I 
ought to know, yet I had to admit 
that I was not at all sure. Bread 
and butter, indeed; all the artists 
seem to have in sufficient quantities, 
and some of them even consumed 
cake—on occasions,—but whether all 
this modest luxury came by the brush 
or from a private income I was not 
prepared to say. On the whole, how- 
ever I was inclined to the belief that 
a sheaf of serviceable brushes was 
their main source of supplies and 
that the most of our painters did not 
own and sell an unlimited number 
of improved corner lots. 

The conclusion which came to me, 
in short, and which I handed over,

‘| without very many reservations or 


amendments, to my anxious interlocu- 
tor, is that there is probably as much 
foothold for an ambitious and climb. 
ing artist in Los Angeles as in most 
cities. If he is willing to labor and 
to wait, and if he has talent, grif 
and a little ready pocket money— 
and also a modicum of sense for busi- 
ness—there is no reason. it seemed to 
me, why a painter of pictures should 
— make a fair financial success right 
ere. 

The conference ended. mv inauisi- 
tor went away, if not openly rejoic- 
ing. at least not bopelessiy depressed 
in spirit. After she was gone how- 
ever I began to feel the thumb-screws 
of conscientious doubt. But it was 
too late to call her back; 80, to ease 
the p ire and lessen my growing 
discom I also turned inquisitor, 
Only, | went to the fountain-head for 
information. I questioned some of 
the nters themselves. 

“There is in Los Angeles, and in 
fact in all Southern California, a 
wing demand for landscape pic- 
tures;"” said Elmer Wachtel. “The 
reason for this is not far to scek. 
We live out-of-doors more than any 
Conse- 
quently, we see and study nature more 
than others, and to study nature is 
to learn to love her. Then, too, Cal- 
ifornia’s landscape is more beautiful, 
more infinite in its variety, than per- 
haps any other landscape in the world. 

“Being an out-door people, we turn 
naturally to landscape art when we 
begin to decorate our homes, for we 
are prone to surround ourselves with 
emblems of the loved and the famil. 
lar. In climates that compel men and 
women to live much indoors, you will 


always find figure studies and genre 
pictures the predominant wall decora- 
tions—because such shut-ins know the 


their fellows much better than they 
know the face of nature. 
“In my opinion, there are more 
pe pictures sold in Los An- 
geles than in any other city of its 
size in the country and 
reason that I have just given. 
landscape painter—or even one 


also something of a salesman. 
won't grow rich, but he may be fairly 
prosperous—as prosperity goes in the 
world of art.” 

J. W. Clawson, although he is a fig- 
ure and a portrait painter who does an 
occasional landscape, was te as 
hopeful as Mr. Wachtel. d he: 
“There can be no such thing as com- 
petition in art. The painter who sells 
a picture benefits his brethren of the 
brush, for he creates a market for at 
least two more. The love of art grows 
by what it feeds on, and the buyer of 
one picture will soon feel the need of 
another—a need which he will gratify 
as soon as he possibly can. 

“In my work, of course, that of 
portraiture, I do not have to seek an 
open market; for my pictures leave 
my hands forever, and their stipulated 
price is paid over to me, on the pre- 
cise moment of completion. The 
earnest painter in Los Angeles, to my 
way of thinking, has at least an equal 
chance of financial success with the 
painter of other and older towns. 

“Los Angeles is rapidly growing 
richer, year by year, and with wealth 

the desire for pictures with 
to adorn new and beautiful 
homes—at first, to be sure, because 
they are the ‘proper thing,’ but later, 
as genuine culture increases, for sin- 
cere love of them. If good pictures 
can be found in the home town, they 
are bought there, instead of being 
sought in Europe, for intelligent 
Americans are gradually beginning to 
find out that our native modern art 
is not inferior (to put it modestly) 
to that of any in the world.” 

“Los Angeles painters,” said Han- 
son Puthuff, who paints both figures 
and landscapes, “have one tremendous 
factor in their favor: they have the 
good-will and friendship of the daily 
press, which does all in its power to 
further the cause of art in our city 
and to educate and enlighten the 
public. The painters and their pic- 
tures are given careful and intelligent 
attention from week to week, and this 
appreciation of their worth to the 
community must of necessity result 
in better and stronger work. . 

“No other city that I know of has 


dally papers that give nearly so much 


space to art as those of Los Angeles. 
In Denver, where I lived and studied 
a few years ago, the papers thought 
they did much if they gave some well- 
known artist a few lines of notice 
once a year. Behold the difference in 
the two cities today! Art in Denver 
is almost a dead and lifeless thing 
in Los Angeles it has become a liv- 
ing, breathing, fructifying force. Al- 
ready, ‘to Art we go as to a well, 
athirst." Without pictures, we re- 
main unsatisfied. 

“If a painter has some difficulty in 
disposing of ths pictures here, there 
remain the eastern dealers and ex- 
hibitions, to whom and to which he 
may send, if he does good work, all 
the canvases he chooses. Decidedly, 
Los Angeles is as profitable a place 
for a painter to live in as any other— 
and better. it seems to me. than most.” 

“Really,” replied Marion Holden 
Pope, when appealed to, “I have made 
no bid as yet for public favor—in a 
monetary sense—and so I feel hardly 
competent to speak on the subject. 
However, I intend to hold an exhi- 
bition of some of my etchings in a 
month or two, and after that is over 
I shall be able to answer your ques- 
tion ex cathedra. 

“To judge from recent statistics 
and figures, we are told, never lie— 
the fit painter has a very good chance 
of survival in Los Angeles. Granville 
Redmond has sold many canvases 
here within the last year, and so have 
Eimer Wachtel and Benjamin Brown. 
These sales show, I think, that good 
painting is beginning to be appre- 
ciated among us. Even the lesser 
men of talent make sales every now 
and then.”

Lillian Drain agrees, 
practically, with Miss Cloud; and 
Marian Shinn is of the opinion that 
of an artist is just about as 
strenuous in Los Angeles as in other 
places, but that the public here is 
most kind to the young and struggling 
painter—this, at least, has been her 
experience. 

From all of which it will be seen 
that the young painter ‘in far-off 
Maine has quite a fighting chance, 
after all, if he decides to cast his 
lot with us, and that Los Angeles— 
as prophesied by those who are wise 
in reading the stars—is really destined 
to become the mecca of painters! 

In the meantime, we have no perma- 
nent gallery in which to house our ac- 
cumulating art treasures. Why not?

Reptiles in New York 
Aquarium. < 


[New York Sun:] Among the vari- 
ous turtles in the aquarium none at- 
tracts more attention than the green 
turtle and the hawksbill——to be seen 
in one of the gallery tanks where, not 
seen moving about as some turtle 
might be on land, but swimming easily 
up and down in the water, and with 
their fine, thin flippers used like wings, 
these two sea turtles seem veritable 
sea birds.

At feeding time, when the food for 
the turtles is put into the water, at 
the top of the tank, some small*shreds 
or fragments may fall to the bottom 
and settle there on or among the peb- 
bles, and after the turtles have eaten 
all the big pieces if they get hungry 
they come down and search the gravel 
for the tiny fragments. : 

In this quest they will pick up pebble 
after pebble, and taking them within 
their mouths, there remove whatever 
shred of food might attach to them.

Alter of Remington, d., 
is the largest if not the only silk grow- 
er in his State. His working force this 
year was 3000 silkworms, and next 
year the number will be doubled. The

silkworms busy to produce a pound of 
silk, Alter’s crop does not figure into 
big money, but in the two years that 
he been experimenting with silk 
raising he has proved conclusively | 
that practically every acre of Indiana 
is good silk country, and he has con- 
firmed the statements made by Secre- 
tary Wilson of the Department of 
Agriculture that it is possibie for 
this country to raise the $50,000,000 of 
raw k that is demanded annually 
by the 800 silk factories in this coun- 
try, and which is at this time drawn 
from China and Japan. 


Paper from Cotton Stalks. 


Cotton paper is one of the novelties.

New Glass Making Process. 


A new  gilass-making process has 
been developed in Belgtum so that the 
product combines some of the advan- 
tages of plate glass, as well as of or- 
dinary ndow glass. in the new 
method the molten material is drawn 
upward through a system of rollers 
rising in a tler of seventeen pairs. 
The thickness is regulated by the dis- 
tance apart of the rollers in the 
and the glass prod is 
fiat and beautifully polished. 


The Bouquet of Old Wine. 


The experiments for the develop- 
ment of bacteria for scientific pur- 
poses is destined to create a change in 
the European wine-making industry. 
It has been found that the bouquet 
and characteristics of the famous 
wines of Bordeaux, Burgundy, and the 


germs 
genuine old wines. Each brand of 
germs is placed for keeping in a 
jelly-like mixture of Japanese isin- 
giass and fruit juice, in which it soon 
forms a colony. When required for 
use, some of the germs may be added 
to a tube of sterilized fruit juice, and 
in two or three days the juice will be 
in full fermentation and lively effer- 
vescence—a duplicate of the old wine. 


~ | Sulphur a Wood Preservative. 
The Germans have been experiment-' 


ing with sulphur as a wood preserva- 
tive. When applied in a molten con- 
dition it is found that it completely 
fills the pores of the wood and remains 
unaffected by water, weak or strong 
acids or alkaline solutions at moderate 
temperatures. A disadvantage is that 
the sulphur melts at 115 degrees Fah- 
renheit, and this makes the treated 
wood unfit for places exposed to con- 
siderable heat. The best wood for use 


with this is popular, the trials 
of oak pine having beer less sat- 
isfactory.

As a consequence large quan- 
tities of rotten, decayed tinned foods 
found their way on the market, and 
I have no doubt many deaths could 
have been traced to them had their, 
condition been suspected. When 1 
was medical officer of health to the 
Limehouse Board of Works, I insti- 
tuted proceedings against one of the 
largest houses engaged in this practice, 
the case lasting several days, and at- 
tractin widespread attention.

tins. The gases which have gathered 
inside the tin make a note from half 
a tone to a tone higher than the note 
given out by the sound tin. In good 
meat, well packed, the sound is dead. 

TIN IN THE FOOD. 

“In old cans, we often find large 
quantities of tin, mixed in with the 
food. This is very injurious to health, 
and may cause severe illness, and even 
death from setting up gastro-intestinal 
trouble. The maximun: amount of tin 
which I have found in English canned 

has been as follows: Lobster, 
2.94 grains per pound; mackerel, 2:56 
grains per pound; pineapple, 2.97 grains 
per pound: salmon, 1.32 grains; con- 
densed milk, 2.37 grains: apricot, 2.92 
grains; black currant jelly, 1.96 grains. 
Of course, all this is highly deleterious. 
In salmon, I have found traces of lead 
as well as large quantities of tin. 
Food that has been tinned more than 
three years should be looked on with 


‘| suspicion. 


“With reference to canned meats, 
we really have no proper system of 
telling whether diseased meat hag been 
put up or not. This could only be as- 
certained by what we valli a physiolog- 
ical test—that is, 8 the stuff on 
guinea pigs or mice, and observing its 


effects. As we are placed today, dis- 


country with impunity; and we will be 
none the wiser. We have no proper 
system of inspection which would pre- 
‘vent dealers from doing pretty much 
as they liked. Meat should de in- 
spected for disease before it is killed, 
and no meat should be allowed to be 
sold unless it undergoes this inspection. 
Then again, there is no proper inspec- 
tion of private silaughter-houses— 
butchers kill when and where they 
please. As to canned meat, we can- 
not tell, from examining the contents 
of the cans, whether the meat was put 
up under cleanly, sanitary conditions 


jor not. As a rule, when we find traces 


of boracie acid, and other preservatives 
in meat tins, the presumption is that 
bad meat has been put up, and that 
the preservative has been introduced 
to mask it. | 

DISGUISBES. 

“We often find that bad meat is used 
in London when ‘minced.’ This meat is 
spiced to disguise the smell and taste. 
The mincing of meat should only be 
allowed at stated times when under 
proper inspection. 

“In our district we have found some 
of the tripe and other meat 

where small quantities are sold 
to be in a filthy condition. In one 
place I examined, I found two tons of 
pieces of meat such as sheep's heads, 
tripe, livers, and a species of hog’ 
head cheese in a vat under the most 
disgraceful conditions. In the same 
room was an open sewer, with a broken 
drain. In another of these shops, the 
conditions were so disgusting that I 
instigated proceedings, and succeeded 
In getting the proprietor fined $100. 
This dealer finally closed up and was 
forced out of business. 

“There are large quantities of horse- 
meat sold in London but it ts mostly 
used for feeding cats. At the same 
time, you never see horses’ tongues be- 
ing sold for cats’ meat. I am under 
the impression that many rses’

BERRY JAM.—After looking over 
and washing the berries, reduce to 
pulp by putting through the 2 
machine. Remove the fruit, put in 
& preserving kettle, and place over 
the fire. Stir constantly to prevent 
burning. When the mass boils, add 
for each pint of fruit a half pint of 
sugar. Stir and cook until of the 
desired thickness, pour into jars, 
cover with melted paraffin, 
seal. All kinds of berries can be 
made into jam by this rule, and the 
work of boiling and stirring is short- 
ened by reducing the fruit to a pulp, 
as it is not necessary to add water 
as when the berries are put whole 
into the kettle. Also, by using only 
half a pint of sugar to a pint of fruit, 
the flavor of the fruit ts retained. 

CRAB APPLE JELLY.—For this 
use the smallest apples, taking them 
before the seeds have become brown. 
Wash the fruit, and remove the 


sieve, adding a little hot water oc- 
casionally to aid in separating the 
seeds and skin from the pulp. 
After the fruit is worked through the 
sieve, pour juice and pulp into

Into a pre- 
serving kettle put one quart of 
strained honey, and when boiling add 
two quarts of the peeled figs; cook un- 
til they look translucent. Remove 
from the fire and with a draining 
spoon carefully lift each fig from the 
syrup into a glass jar. Although care- 
fully drained the jar will contain a 
quantity of syrup, so lift the jar, press 
the fruit with the back of the spoon 
and pour the juice back into the ket- 
tle. Meanwhile have boiling in a 
clean kettle a pint of honey. Fill the 
jar of fruit with the boiling honey, 
put on the rubber ring and the glass 
cover. and seal. This method makes 
a particularly pretty and rich preserve,

coined phrase “down to date” is. The phrase “up 
to. date” has been used throughout the whole 
of a generation or two past. Every person who 
hears the phrase understands exactly what it means, 
There is no sense or propriety in bothering ourselves 
to rectify, modify, or change the phrase. It is sanctioned 
by use, it is universally understood, it is taken for ex- 
actly the sense in which it is used, and why should prac- 
tical, busy, broad-minded people trouble their heads 
about questionably philosophical justification? 

The profoundly thoughtful person is one concerned in 
finding fit phrases in which to express clearly what he 
wishes to communicate. Without beink colloquial or 
using slang, the writer or speaker can find in the com- 


mon of the great mass of the people the best 
and fittest words in the language to express any thought 


he has in his mind. Who does not know that the slang 
of today becomes the classic of tomorrow? 

The fact is, nearly every word we use has acquired a 
figurative or secondary sense, and is no longer used in 
its original signification. Every one knows what we 
mean when we speak of a brilliant mind. The word 
“brilliant” is used in a derived or secondary sense, not in 
the original one. The very word “person” itself as it is 
now ufiderstood stands for something very different from 
that sense in which it was first used. It is made up of 
the Latin preposition per which means through, and 
the Latin word which stands for our word “sound,” and 
from which the word “sound” has been derived. It orig- 
inally referred to an actor on the Roman stage who al- 
ways wore a mask, and referred to the sound coming 
through the mask. The real thing was hidden behind 
the mask, and so the word came to stand, as we use it, 
for the real essence of the person. : 

English literature furnishes examples of a great many 
types of styles. Dr. Samuel Johnson’s writings are per- 
haps three-quarters vocables of Latin derivation. John- 
son was a man of great learning. Lay a paragraph from 
his writings alongside of one of Bobbie Burns’s prose 
letters, which are made up almost entirely of the sim- 
plest Saxon words in the language. Burns was an un- 
educated peasant. He probably found a great deal of 
difficulty in spelling words of more than one syllable or 
three or four letters. There is a story of a man of great 
intellectual acquirements receiving letters from an un- 
known woman. They attracted his attention so much 
from the purity of their style and the charm of their 
sentences that his admiration ended in marrying her. 
She turned out to be a poor and rather indifferently edu- 


‘cated servant girl. She frankly confessed that she used 


the simple words in her letters which charmed the 
scholar so because she was unable to spell the longer 


| word which often came first to her mind. Lay “Sartor 


Resartus,” with its clumsy Latinized words and bung- 


ling German construction, beside Carlyle’s own “Essay 


on Burns,” the Scotch poet. They are so different that 
it is difficult to realize that they are from the pen of the 
same writer. “Sartor Resartus” was written in Carlyle’s 
old age when originality had become a fad and an affec- 
tation with him. The “Essay on Burns” was written in 
his early youth, before affectation took in his mind the 
place of downright earnést sincerity. The meaning in 
“Sartor Resartus” is not obscure. Carlyle could not 
write obscurely. His mind was too sharp and trenchant. 

What an organ-like melody rolls through those mag- 
nificent sentences of Edward Gibbon’s in the “Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire.” But how weary one 


gets in noticing the thing forced upon his mind by its 


affectation. The way he avoids the repetition of the 
same word on the same page if he can help it, the con- 
tortions of his sentences, the circumlocution in words 
which he goes through in order not to repeat the same 
word becomes very tiresome. Poor William Cowper, 
crazy with melancholia, had very little of the intense 
and far-grasping intellect of Gibbon, but Cowper's let- 
ters are written in such charming simplicity of the best 
Saxon that they form a vastly better model for style 
than is found in the great historical work of Gibbon.

PRACTICAL ETHICS. ; 


KEEPING OUT OF TROUBLE. 
F keeping out of trouble simply meant refusal to »t- 
tend to troublesome matters many of us would be 
free from the tangled meshes of troublous circum- 


stances. It has been well said, therefore, that those 


who are overanxious about keeping themselves out of 
trouble are usually indifferent to the fact that” others 
are ip trouble. No one can say, “Don’t trouble Trouble 
till Trouble.troubles you” who is acutely susceptible to 
the troubles of a troubled world, and to find relief from 
which he feels himself in some sense responsible. 


Strictly speaking, if every one would be absolutely 


unremitting in the performance of his work of love and 
of charity, or, never failing to render adequate service, 
or to grant fitting emolument, there would be no griev- 
ance for want of generosity or for lacking prevalence of 
the spirit of peace and good will. There would be no 
great, seething caldron of trouble to which every one. 
sooner or later, wittingly or unwittingly contributes his 
mite, and the fume and broil of Which no single one pf 
us, however fortunately situated, can entirely escape. 


Human life is an endless chain, barbed with bits of 
trouble, arising out of countless numbers of human links 
of diverse size and shape, variously tempered, and of 
different degrees of consistency. Hence adhering here, 
breaking there, and it is this continuous snapping of 
the chain in the weak spots of its component parts that 
causes the soul of one who is alive to the needs of his 
day to be frequently troubled. 


How often grave troubles are born of mere Inconse- 
quential incidents, or seemingly insignificant occur- 
rences. Thus, like a tiny ripple starting from a surface 
disturbance of a smoothly-flowing stream, thence widen- 
ing into ever greater and greater circles, until, verily, 
we may find ourselves in a surging “sea of trouble.” 


Supposing we do so find ourselves, what then? 

It is exactly the same as if you were suddenly to find 
yourself thrust overboard. Swim, if you can; float on 
the breast of a benignant tide to the shore of safety, or 
buffet the waves until descried by the searching eye of a 
merciful crew of brave rescuers! . | 


What, shall we then not avoid trouble? Yes, when- 


ever we can do so with the approval of a healthy con- 


science, or when it would seem better for people in gen- 


eral, that particular persons be spared the agonizing 
pain, humiliation and distressing experience Involved 
in opening a source of sore tribulation. 


It is proper to avert trouble, as it is right to prevent 
loss of life by drowning. But once unhappily immersed 


in the gurgling waters, whether of liquid material, or 


of spiritual turmofll, the next best life preserver is hope, 
courage, a hardy constitution, and a nervy struggle for 
existence. For a too scrupulous and selfish avoidance 
of trouble may also mean foregoing a lot of valuable, if 
rigorous, discipline, for either self or others. 

As sometimes happens, a fastidious bystander becomes 
the unwilline witness to a shameful piece of conduct, 
and seeing the helpless brute or defenseless human cru- 
elly abused, he “keeps out of trouble” by maintaining a 
cowardly silence, But who would share the turbid mo- 
tion of his soul? 

If you are a public guardian of the peace, you must 


not see, nor hear, nor generalize, if you would keep a 


safe distance between yourself and trouble! 

If you are a “practical” politician, then better to play 
the game of deaf mute for a while, so as to let some un- 
desirable candidate slide into office, while you slip out 
of trouble. 

Why is it that pestilential diseases are so often crimi- 
nally secreted in private dwellings, thereby endanger- 
ing the lives of the inmates as well as the community 
at large, except that some one is endeavoring to save 
trouble for himself and to store it up for others? 

Can the luxuriant growth of vice be checked, or the 
dense walls of besotted ignorance be penetrated with- 


| out trouble? No: no more than you can pull weeds 


. 


from your garden without bending your back, or with- 
out touching your fingers to the soil; no more than you 
can build hygienic air chambers in your apartment with- 
out effort, can you purify the moral atmosphere under 
your own respective roof, or effect the cleansing of the 
moral air outside, without more or less troublesome ex- 
ertion. 

What then, finally, is this trouble of which we are all 
so fearful? 

Taken in a primary sense, when we trouble or are 
troubled, we stir up unpleasant sencations in ourselves 
or others; hence we are perturbed over vexing compli- 
cations, or agitated by rising perplexities and trying 
difficulties. Far better, certainly, to accomplish our 
ends without raising the dust; better not to engender a 
wind or a whirlwind in our efforts at sanitation any- 
where and everywhere, but if in the last resort, nothing 
save a storm will do to wipe out moral rottenness wher- 
ever it is.eating into the heart of human welfare, then 
let the winds of indignation blow, and let the cleans- 
ing torrents pour, whatever the cost in trouble. 


Again, let it also be said, there is much that suffers 


by our officiousness, or uncalled-for interference. We 
do not ask individuals to take trouble in the form of 


‘rash or foolish intermeddling in the lives or circum- 


stances of others, nor even do we urge them to trouble 
their debtors if they do not so desire, but that upon 
which we do insist is, when, coming face to face with 
obvious evil, and when it lies in our power to defend the 


weak, to relieve the distressed, to enlighten the igno- 


rant, or comfort the distracted, when, in short, it is 
plainly put to us whether out of love, or duty, or both, 


to bestir ourselves for the sake of an individual, or com- 
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A MIDNIGHT CHAT. 
IMVENTOR OF TELEPHONE TALKS OF 
PROGRESS OF SCIENCE. 

From Our Own Correspondent. - 
Weems Aug. 27.—It was a still, small 

voice that reached my ears the other night, 

when I called up Dr. Alexander Graham. Bell 
and asked him for a chat about some of his recent sci- 
entific experiments. The voice was that of Dr. Bell 
himself. As it came over the wire it was not louder 
than a whisper, but its every syllable was articulate 
and distinct, and I could hear it as plainly as though 
I stood before the famous inventor face to face. As I 
listened my mind went abck to the time when that 


same voice made its first successful communication of | 
this kind, and my heart thrilled at the thought of what | 


its owner has given the human race. 


It is scarcely a generatiog since Dr. Bell invented the 
means of sending articulate sounds over a wire, and to- 
day by that invention the voices of all the world pass 
to and fro without regard to distance. Last year on the 
Bell telephone lines alone there were more than 4,500,- 
000,000 conversations, or enough to give three talks to 
every man, woman and child upon earth and leave some 
to spare. Those conversations took place in the United 
States and it is fair to presume that an equal number 


Our Big Telephone Business. 


I I have before me the last report of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. It gives no statis- 
tics outside its own business, and it practically includes 
only the progress of the Bell lines in the United States. 
The figures are astounding, and they should be multi- 
plied by two or more to giye an adequate idea of the 
telephoning of the world. The total mileage of the Bell 
lines is now more than 6,000,000. It has in use enough 
wire to reach 240 times around the earth; more than 
enough to bind two girdles around the sun and still 
leave plenty over for waist bands for Mars and our 
little sister continent, the moon. Indeed, if wire could 
be stretched through space, the Bell wires alone are 
enough to make twenty private lines to the moon and 
leave a million-odd miles to spare. The wires which 
were stretched by that company during last year would 
go fifty-four times around the earth, and they use so 
much copper to make them that some of our greatest 
mines are kept busy furnishing it. It would take a big 
forest to supply the 8,000,000 poles to which those lines 


gare hung, and the underground conduits in which they 


girdle the 

As to st money W in the telephone business 
its amount is inconceivable. The Bell companies alone 
have a capitalization of more than 3300. 000, 000; and 
the capitalization of the independent companies here 
and of the other companies belonging to governments 
and individuals in Europe and the rest of the world is 
probably much greater. 

These figures give some idea of what that still, small 
voice meant when it first sent articulate sounds over 
the wires and thereby began the conversations which 
have 80 revolutionined the world of society, business 
and trade. 


oe A Midnight Chat. 


It required but a few words to arrange the interview. 
The time fixed was midnight, for the inventor of the 


telephone is a night worker. He has always done the 


greater part of his experimenting and thinking after 
dark, finding that his mind works more clearly as the 
world grows quiet, and that it is at its best between 12 
and 4 in the morning. During the summer months he 
seldom goes to sleep before dawn, and his usual hours 
for rest are from 4 until 11 a.m. 

Dr. Bell’s afternoons are devoted to business and 
social engagements, and his nights to reading and sci- 
asked him 
whether his arrangement of the hours was not injurious 
to health. He replied that he had not found it so, and 
that he far preferred it to that of other men who 
work by day. Indeed, night and day are much the 


Same to him, and when he is especially interested in 


some of his experiments he goes many hours without 
sleep, working on far into the day, and then sleeping for 
hours at a stretch to make up. It is by this means that 
he does an enormous amount of work, carrying on 
studies and experiments along many lines, and, at the 
same time, keeping himself thoroughly abreast of the 
scientific world. He is now within a year or so of the 
age at which Dr. Osler said the working man should be 
chloroformed, but his eye is as bright, his step as firm 
and his mind as active as when he made his great dis- 


‘covery as to the telephone thirty-odd years ago. He 


tells me that he never felt better than he does now, 
and I doubt whether he has ever enjoyed his life or 
work more. 


Joseph Henry and the Telephone. 


Our conversation covered a wide range. In 


response 
to my questions, it was at times personal, now drifting 


into reminiscences connected with his many inventions, 
and now scientific as I asked him as to the possibilities 
of new discoveries along certain lines in the future. A 
part of the talk I have already published in an article 
about Dr. Bells recent experiments in the evolution 
of sheep, and as to his present work on his flying ma- 
chine. Another part I give you today in the conversa- 


tion which follows.

We had been talking about the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, of which Dr. Bell is one of the regents, and of its 
late secretary, Dr. S. P. Langley, who was one of Dr. 


Bell’s intimate friends, when I asked him whether he 


had known Joseph Henry, the first secretary and direc- 
tor of that institution. Dr. Bell replied: 

“I became acquainted with Prof. Henry when I was 
still working on the telephone, and he was kind to me. 
It was a year or so before my patent was granted, when 


| I called upon him at the Smithsonian Institution and 


explained my ideas as to the construction of an instru- 
ment which would carry vocal sounds. I was then in- 
terested also in multiplex telegraphy, and we talked 
about that. Prof. Henry was a man of remarkable abil- 
ity along the very lines upon which I was working. He 
had made many discoveries in electricity and in 
electro-dynamics, having constructed an  elec- 
tro-magnetic telegraph long before the invention of 
Prof. Morse. He appeared much interested in my ex- 
periments, and I determined to ask his advice about 
the apparatus which I had designed for the transmis- 
sion of the human voice by means of an electric wire. 
After I had explained the idea I asked him to advise 
me whether I had better publish my discoveries and let 
others go to work along the same lines, or whether I 


myself. 

“He replied that he thought I had the germ of a 
great invention, and that I would do much better to keep 
the matter secret and work along by myself.” 

But,“ said I, ‘I feel that my mechanical knowledge

Telephoning Without Wires. 


“Will we ever have a wireless telephone, Dr. nen:“

IN WHITECHAPEL. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


ONDON.—Nearly every city has one claim or an- 
L other to some distinguishing feature, and East/ 

London, the poor quarter of the vast English me- 
tropolis, is unrivalled as the greatest center of squalid 
poverty to be found on the globe. No other place can 
even approach it. Here is a city of more than 2,000,000 
inhabitants, more people than there are in Berlin or 
Philadelphia or St. Petersburg or Vienna, yet whith is 
so benighted that it has neither a cathedral nor 4 high 
school. It has no hotel, because it is so dull and un- 
inviting that no stranger would care to stay there over 
night. It has no newspapers nor book stores,/ because 
the most of its inhabitants cannot read. 


Ninety-two per cent. of the population 1e no rellg 
ion at all. In this respect they are worse off than sav-

A LITTLE VISIT TO THE CANNERY 
AT MONTEREY. 


By a Special Contributor. 
N O fish is more intimately associated in our minds 


with a can-opener than a sardine, but so accus- 

tomed are we to take this canned titbit lightly—on 
a flaky biscuit, in a gay picnic mood—that we never 
think of its serious industrial value. An awakening to 
its commercial possibiliti¢s will come, however, with 
a visit to a California sardine cannery at Monterey. 


The fate of the first sardines caught in Monterey Bay 
is a menial one, all being sold for bait; since a sardine 


From 9 o'clock in the evening on, the fishing boats, 
with their day's catch, dock at the cannery’s low wharf. 
Here the sardines are weighed; heads and entrails re- 


flat bins, by means of pulleys, they are lifted through a 
square opening to the floor above. 

Taken from the bin, they are spread out upon wire 
flaking baskets. The barred divisions of the basket 
slant downward, and the sardines placed in rows, “tails 
up.” look exactly like smal! boys lying flat on their tum- 
mies ready to coast down a steep bill. . 

Sun exposure having flaked the fish, the baskets are 
rolled on a stand—seven or eight “stories” high, a bas- 
ket on each floor“ —into a drying compartment, where 
they are exposed to artificial heat until a tested tail 
breaks off brittle, thus proving that the once water- 
soaked sardine is at last dry enough to be fried. 

The stand is now rolled into the main workroom, and 
the baskets, lifted by handles at each end, are immersed : 
for seven minutes in a trough of boiling, sizzling olive 
ofl. Then, that the fish may at once be handled by 
the packers, they are swiftly cooled by an apparatus 
with huge revolving fans. 

Our visit to the cannery was in the beginning of the 
season, when large, fat sardines were the order of the 
net. These are all soused; the smaller late comers 
canned in oil. | | 

Girls and women, two at a table, fill the cans, not 
counting the fish, but putting in as many as each will 
“eomfortably” hold. The cans for soused fish are oval, 
two or three times the size of the little tin boxes so dear 
to the hearts of hungry picnickers. A number upon a 
tray are supplied to each packer—mustard seed, clove, 
and a bit of bay leaf already in each awaiting can, while 
at another table vinegar is poufed in by means of a 
tiny dipper, the sight of which would turn a doll baby 
green with envy. 

The most approved, up-to-date can is practically a 
self-sealer, its edges capable of being so bent as to ren- 
der it airtight, but the supply being short, some of the 
old-fashioned kind were also used, and the bright flames 
where these were being soldered gave a flash of color 
to the dingy cannery, repeated by the near-by glow of 
the red-hot irons waitng to seal the rents to be made 
later on. 7 

The cans closed, row upon row—fifteen across and 
eight deep—are set on their sides upon iron-barred hold- 
ers that slide into an enormous oven holding 2000 cans, 
At a temperature registering 220 degrees, the contents 
of the can are thus cooked for thirty minutes. 

At the expiration of this time, the heavy oven door is 
swung open, and by the combined effort of muscle and 
dexterous handling—and incidentally the aid of a short 
track in the floor—the hot loads of cans are run out 
and set upon stands. 

The quick, skillful stroke of a hammer now taps a 
vent in every can. This, as soon as the air escapes, is 
soldered up, and the cans are put back into the oven for 
forty minutes more. 

A final vigorous washing off of grime and dirt, and

The canning of the smaller fish is exactly the same 
process as the above, except that they are “baked” only 
once, for, as they are put up in oil, it is unnécessary 
for a vent to be made in the cans. 3

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MACHINE TO PREVENT LYING, 

“There will soon be no more speed lies,” said an 
automobilist. “There will soon be an end to the coun- 
try sleuth, rising up with a gun from behind a hedge, 
showing a stop-watch, and taking the motorist off to 
be fined $50. Soon every automobile will carry a speed 
register that will show the rate of the vehicle at every 
moment from the time it starts to the time it stops. 

“This speed indicator, a Frenchman’s invention, looks 
on the outside like those self-registering barometers 
and thermometers the weather bureaus use. It has a 
needle, and this needle writes the machine’s speed. It 
makes a record of the speed. This record speaks for 
itself. All lies of chauffeurs, all lies of venal motor 
cops, are powerless against that record. ; 

“The speed indicator has also a bell and an automatic 
brake attachment. When the automobile has reached 
a speed within a mile of the legal limit, the bell rings 
its warning.

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Mountains to Mirrors. 


FORTY-EIGHT Hours PERFORMS THE 
TRANSFORMATION.

RAVELERS between Harrisburg and Altoona, Pa., 

can hardly help noticing a ragged, serrated line of 

mountains stretching off toward the northeast, not 
far from a busy mountain town called Tyrone. This 
particular range is conspicuous not on account of its 
height, but because the rock strata of which it is com- 
posed are literally turned on their edges, giving it the 
abrupt, serrated appearance of some Titanic saw. As 
one approaches nearer, he notices its peculiar, scarred 
appearance, and a closer view reveals the cause in a 
large number of men engaged in blasting and quarrying 
at its rocky sides. From the main line of the railroad 
run off numerous branches and sidetracks, terminating 
at long, low buildings scattered along the bases of the 


Those rough and ragged mountains are the foundation 
on which has been built a great and important American 
industry, the manufacture of plate glass. They are 
composed of silica, unmixed with mica and other impu- 
rities that render sandstones worthless for 
this purpose. From them hundreds of thousands of 


in the crushers in the valley, and then shipped to scores 
of plate-glass manufacturing establishments located all 
through Pennsylvania and adjoining States. Within 
ten days after the quarrymen have blasted the rock 
from the mountain side it may be transformed into a 
show window for a great department store, or may be 
fitted into a private residence, ready to be backed with 
lace curtains. 

After the sand arrives at the glass factory, the first 
step taken consists in mixing the “batch.” This con- 
sists of sand, limestone, old glass, soda ash, and various 
other chemicals. The nature of these chemicals and 
the of each of the ingredients are trade 
secrets which the manufacturers guard with great care. 

The “batch” is placed in a great hopper and passed 
through rolls that grind it into a fine powder. Then it 
is conveyed to the melting pots, composed of fire clay 
heated to a white heat, inclosed in the furnaces. In 
these pots the batch boils and bubbles at a temperature 
of more than 2500 degrees for twelve haurs. By this

The casting apparatus consists simply of a steel 
bed twenty feet square, provided with a heavy steel 
roller. The moment the molten glass flows upon the 
table, the roller starts on its course, and rolls out a 
great plate about half an inch in thickness.

What would pass for a perfect sheet of crystal under 
the eye of an untrained observer often fails to meet the 
requirements of the inspector. He makes a critical 
examination of every square inch of the surface before 
pronouncing it perfect. Sometimes he merely runs his 
hand over the glass and then orders it back to the pol- 
ishing room for more perfect finishing. Air bubbles, 
scratches, and blemishes of various kinds are detected 
and marked with a piece of chalk. If these are of such 
a nature that they cannot be removed by further pol- 


Ashing, the sheet must be cut into sizes that will allow 


of cutting out the imperfections entirely. Then comes 
the cutter. With his diamond and rule he soon con- 
verts the irregular sheets into “lights” of standard 
measurements. 

The glass is then finished. The time required to 
carry it from the casting tables to the cutters is less 
than twenty-four hours. From the mixing of the raw 
sand in the batch to the final boxing and stenciling of 
the finished product requires about forty-eight hours. 
Frequently the finished plates of glass are shipped from 
the factory in the same car that conveyed thither the 
identical sand out of which those plates were made. 
The rocks blasted from the mountain side are often 
transformed into window lights and put in position in a 
building in less than two weeks’ time. 


However, it is in mirrors that the highest manufac- 
tured form of the mountain sandstdne is seen. The 
plates of glass are first cut into the required sizes, and 
then beveled on rapidly revolving emery wheels. When 
the beveled edge has been cut down far enough, it is 
polished by Wheels of felt. For both beveling and pol- 
ishing the plate of glass is held lightly against the wheel 


by the workmen. As soon as both surfaces of the glass, 


including the beveled edges, have been reduced to a 
condition of as nearly perfect smoothness as is possible, 
the plate is passed on to the silvering department. 


An amalgam of mercury and tin was formerly used 
for backing mirrors; but mirrors made in this way 
reflect but imperfectly, and the workmen are exposed to 
the certainty of sooner or later contracting mercurial 
poison. For this reason nitrate of silver is now used 
exclusively for this purpose. This is dissolved in am- 
monia and then precipitated by a solution of tartaric 
acid. The plates of glass are then placed, face down, on 
warm metallic tables and the solution poured over 
them. The heat causes the silver to be precipitated and 
to adhere to the glass. As soon as this hardens, it is 
given a coat of shellac and then one of paint. The 
plates are then ready for their frames, and the rough, 
unsightly sandstone has been transformed into a beau- 
tiful and useful mirror for the adornment of our homes.

THE FORESTS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


The natural growth of the Philippine forests is com- 


puted by Maj. Ahern, Chief of the Insular Forestry Bu- 


reau, to be 1,400,000,000 cubic feet—three times the cut 
for 1900 in the entire United States! At the present 


time fully 99 per cent. of this natural growth is going 


to waste, and the world is clamoring for the woods— 
all manner of precious woods, that need only modern 


handling to make Monte Cristos of the needed lumber- 
men. 

There are many millions of cubic feet in the forests 
of the Philippines that should be cut in order to prop- 
erly thin out the dense growth; for instance, where 
there are three or four trees growing on a space re- 
quired for one, that one so freed would put on more 
good wood each year than the four together. The ques- 
tion as to whether three hundred or three thousand 
trees should remain on an acre is where the real value 
of scientific forestry is shown. Then, too, there are 
many more millions of feet which reach maturity an! 
pass on to decay, never thrilling to the woodman’s ax. 


pines properly equipped to handle large logs, and with- 
out master mechanics, expert gang bosses, in fact all 
the skilled labor required, and without a full stock of 
the best supply material, it would be hazardous to move 
the large logs which must be cit and brought to market 
if the forests are to be properly exploited.

foreign women who are eager to understand English 
better cannot attend the regular evening schools because 
they have small children whom they cannot leave at 
home, but who may be left at the day nurseries and in 
the kindergartens in the daytime. Through the efforts 
of some kindergarten teachers who made a practise of 
visiting the mothers of the school children and thus 
learned their needs, an 
women was established. This school is closed from 
time to time, when its attendance falls below a certain 
number, but as soon as there are enough women clam- 
oring for instruction, it is opened again. The mothers 
labor under many difficulties: they are so burdened with 
housework and they must carefully plan and economize 
their time in the morning. Besides, they receive no en- 
couragement from their husbands, who mock at their 
aspirations and whose favorite taunt is, “What'd you 
learn today, baby?” But the women keep steadily on, 
plodding slowly through the primer, laboriously writing 
the sentences set before them, and striving to remem- 
ber the queer English spelling.

O other city in India contains so many architec- 

tural gems as Agra, and yet one hears so much of 

the Taj Mahal, that strangers are likely to gain 
the impression that this beautiful mansoleum is the only 
building worth seeing there; but, remove the Taj, and 
the Tomb of I’timadu-daulah would repay one for the 
journey, and were this destroyed, there would yet remain 
the “Fort,” containing the Mote Musjiel or “Pearl 
Mosque,” the “Judgment Hall,” the “Audience Hall,” 
and the Palace of Shah Jehan. 

If one can resist the temptation to visit the Taj first 
the other bulldings are less likely to suffer from the 
comparison that one unconsciously draws between them. 
The tomb of I’timadu-daulah is smaller than the Taj, 
but scarcely less attractive. It is a square building of 
exquisite proportions, with an octagonal tower at each 
corner and a raised pavilion in the center, with a canopy- 
shaped roof. The entire edifice is of white marble richly 
ornamented with pietra dura work and a wealth of per- 
forated marble screens which produce an airy and lacy 
effect that renders it quite different from all other build- 
ings. Around the cenotaphs in the center of the struc-

ture are pierced marble screens of the most delicate 


Now we enter the Golden Pavilion, roofed with gilded 
plates of copper, where the ladies had their bedsooms. 
Here one sees holes in the marble walls fourteen inches 
deep where they kept their jewels for security and these 
primitive “safe deposit boxes” are so small, that only a 
woman's arm could draw them out. 

Then there is the Mirror Palace, a name given to 
two dark rooms, the walls and ceilings of which are 
lined with myriads of tiny mirrors, and fountains and 
cascades falling over lighted lamps produce an unusual 
effect. But lovelier than all the rest is the Diwan-i-Khas, 
or Hall of Private Audience, with its delicate carvings, 
and flowers inlaid on the white marble in red carnelian, 
jade, amethyst, jasper and many other valuable stones. 

When Shah Jehan built the littl Gem Mosque for 
the use of the court ladies, he little thought he was con- 
structing his own prison, but such it was destined to be, 
for here he was confined for seven years by his rebellious 
and ungrateful son Aurangzeb, who usurped his throne,

of weavers, the instructor calls out the thread, which is 
repeated by the men as they put in that color.

They belong to the same family as 
the tomato and potato, which in the genus Solanum fur- 
nish us with many ornamental shrubs and climbers. 
The cestrums belong to the section having tubular flow- 
ers and embrace about a dozen species, ranging in color 
of flowers from white to deepest crimson or purplish red 
and even to blue, although the latter, as well as many 
other good species, is not grown in Southern California. 
The shrubs are natige to the West Indies, Mexico, Cen- 
tral, and South America, and considering the nearness 
of their native habitat should be more extensively 
grown in Southern California. When left to them- 
selves they make beautiful pendant growths, flowering 
freely at all times, yet if they be freely pruned, in any 
fashion, they immediately respond with a wealth of 


dlossom and fruit. The latter vary in color from white 


to crimson, and in some species are equally as showy as 
the blossoms. All species should be planted in the full 
sunshine, and while thriving in almost any soil, they 
will respond abundantly to liberal fertilization espe- 
cially in light, well-drained soils, where they seem most

Wentandii 
(Wendland's Solanum) is the showiest of all the fam- 
ily, having very large lilac-colored blossoms in trusses 
of immense size, the most spectacular member of the 
genus. This plant makes a most marvellous seasonal 
growth, and then rests, during which latter period it 
loses many of its leaves, sometimes all of them. It is 
at such times that it should receive its annual pruning 
for the top soon grows out of all proportion to the root 
system, and unless repeatedly cut back, will in a few 
years produce only a small crop of inferior flowers. 


The Spider Flowers. 


At the flower show last fall there was exhibited a 
flowering branch of one of the Brazilian Spider Flowers, 
known to science as Tibouchina, but also called Lasian- 
dra, or Pleroma. Though very showy, rich in color of 
blossom, flowering for a long period, and of easy cul- 
ture, they are yet too seldom found in our gardens. In 
all there are about a dozen species, which flower for the 
most part in shadeg of violet or purple, though one spe- 
cies bears white flowers and another light pink. The 
individual blossom lasts but a day, but so freely do they

C. nocturnum from the West Indies is frequently met 
with, and with the next species, is often called the 
“Night Blooming Jasmines” on account of the delight- 
ful ‘fragrance exhaled throughout the night. This spe- 
cies has long, slender flowers of greenish yellow. 
C. Parqui, with flowers similar in color to those of the 
last species, but shorter, and wider across the mouth, 
is generally found in many parts of South America, and 
is probably the hardiest of all species. Its leaves, when 
bruised, have a most disagreeable odor, but the flowers 
during the evening and throughout the night give out a 
most delicious fragrance. The mature berries of this 
species are black. The remaining species are either 
seldom or never to be found in our gardens, but a 
very closely-related shrub with fine blue flowers, 
lochroma lanceolata, might well be grown with them to 
complete a very interesting and valuable group of shrubs 
for our larger gardens and parks. 

Three Climbing Solanums. : 
Among the most popular climbers grown in Southern 
California are three solanums, and all seem to be per- 
fectly at home in general, though the one with the larg- 
est and most showy blossoms is somewhat injured ir our 
colder situations. All the desirable solanums are by 
no means confined to these three, or indeed to climbers 
at all, for many of them are fine plants or shrubs. Most

seven years ago, when Marguerite Bramer went to an 

awful, mysterious death. 

The newspaper public believe the matter to remain a 
mystery, and those readers who remember the case will 
at once say that whether Marguerite Bramer died by 
accident, suicide, or murder is still an undecided ques- 
tion. But Scotland Yard knows. Scotland Yard knew a 
few weeks after the occurrence. Filed away in the rec- 
ords of the business-like red brick building is the full 

2 story and the explanation of the grim disaster in the 
tunnel. 

The details of the tragedy are still fresh in the minds 
of the public. For the sake of fairness, however, I will 
recapitulate them briefly. ~ 

Marguerite Bramer was the eighteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. Georges Bramer, a rich, middle-aged gentle- 
man of Flemish descent, who had made his home in 
England in the lovely Cornish country to the north 
of New Quay. ' 

When litt's Marguerite Bramer was thirteen years old 

she was sent away to a convent school in the quaint old 
city of Namur on the Meuse.’ Marguerite spent happy 
times among the kind and gentle sisters of the 
school, but she had been born in Eugland, her 
father and mother lived there, and she used to look 
forward with keen anticipation to the four spacious 
holidays of the year, when she would be back again in 
the West country which she loved so well. 

Marguerite grew into a beautiful young woman. At 
seventeen she looked twenty. Not very tall, she was 
exquisitely moulded, and though her features had not 
the Grecian regularity, she possessed a lovely complex- 
fon and sweet gray eyes. . 
No observant stranger who met her casually would 
fail to notice the beauty of those gray eyes. 

It was on March 16, 1899, that Marguerite, filled with 
girlish joy at the thought of being home for her spring 

holiday, landed at Dover from Belgium and began the 

Journey across England which was to end so disas- 
trously. 

In the early period of her schooling Mr. Bramer had 
gone to Belgium to fetch her home, and afterward was 
in the habit of meeting her as she left the boat at Dover 
and traveling to the West in company with her; but 
latterly, as she became an experienced traveler, she 
would accomplish the journey alone. 

On this particular day it was known that she reached 
London safely, because subsequently inquiries traced the 

® porter who took her luggage from the London, Chatham, 

and Dover Rallway station at Victoria across to the Dis- 
trict Railway station, and saw her in the train at Pad- 
dington, wken she was to book to Cornwall. 

At Paddington also she was seen, because, as it hap- 
pened, she had to wait half an hour for the train, and 
she spoke to the station master himself, asking him if 
there was any change in the time of the train. 

More than that, a porter carried her handbag to a 

\ first-class compartment, and saw her alone in the com- 

partment when the train started. 

There is really little need to trouble about these facts, 
because the girl was seen in the carriage well and 
happy when the train stopped at Taunton.

To build up such 
an enterprise, however, means a good poultry plant 
behind it, with a sufficient number of laying hens so 
as to guarantee an even supply of eggs throughout the 
year. To do this, the breeder should hatch out his birds 
to a definite plan calculated to “bring in” a certain 
number of laying pullets as the months come around. 
In addition to this feature, special care in feeding and 
management based on good sanitation and robust char- 
acter of flocks must be observed. Indeed, such a plant 
should at all times be open to the inspection of patrons 
by reason of cleanliness and healthy condition and en- 
vironment. Scientifically fed hens lay a finer product 
than those compelled to pick up their living in a ran- 
dom sort of way, and bence their eggs possess a corre- 
: sponding higher value, while as a table fowl they should 
command a fancy price. Obviously, the dignity of an 
egg route once established must be rigidly maintained, 
both as to quality as well as quantity of product. All 
eggs should be truthfully dated on the day they were 
born, with the name of the poultry ranch, which should 
be their hall mark of fame, and 


as to their freshness. 


We know of no town so admirably open to the inno- 
vation of an egg route as Pasadena. Being populated 
by a class of wealthy people who are always willing to 
pay for a prime article, and who have the means to 
gratify their desires, it affords a splendid opening for 
such an enterprise. We believe it feasible to build up 

In private trade along these lines whereby a set price 

can be secured for eggs on a year’s contract. In New 
England there are a few such routes that bring from 5c 
to 150 a dozen more for product than the prevailing 
market price. Who is to be the enterprising person 
to initiate such a business in Pasadena, and profitably 
demonstrate that it is more than a theory of the 
writer?

A Small Plant in the Suburbs. 


Mrs. M. L. D., Alhambra, writes to this department as 
follows, seeking suggestions and advice: 3 
| “I have a little place of two and one-half acres in the 
‘city of Alhambra. I can plant grain, alfalfa, and plenty 

of vegetables this winter when rain sets in. I want 

to keep poultry for profit and an income. Will this be 
possible on such a small acreage? I want a good kind 
for eggs and table use, to make it pay me. I am an 
amateur, and need advice as to how to begin without 
loss of time or money to myself. I am more than will- 
ing to work, study, and learn the business, if I can 
have advice so as to avoid errors in the beginning. 
How long would it take before I could look for returns? 
What breed and variety ought I to buy, and how care 
for same? Would you advise incubators?” 
If the writer were to engage in the poultry business 
| for a livelihood on only two and one-half acres, he 
would aim to sell eggs for hatching, breeding and exhi- 
bition specimens, as the area is rather confined for large 
flocks which would yield sufficient hen fruit and table 
birds calculated to bring in enough proceeds to support 
‘a family. By this is not meant that he would ignore 
the commercial side of the question; surplus eggs and 
| culls and off specimen birds would necessarily have to 
be disposed of in the open market. The revenues, how- 
ever, after the plant had become established and the 
stock had gained a reputation, would be quite as much 
as double the number of birds bred purely for eggs and 

table fowl would bring in. The development of such a 
plant would necessarily be longer in bringing up to a 
paying basis than one created simply for market pur- 
poses. To indicate what is here meant, possibly a brief 
reference to such a plant successfully carried on, and 
that by a woman, too, will not be amiss. 

The case in point was a plant of about an acre of 
ground, and the breed kept was the white Plymouth 
Rock. The number bred per annum was about 600 
head. the sales during the last year of its existence 


were something like $1400. The labor was wholly at- 


| tended to by the owner and her daughter, with now 
and then a man for a day as so to help out on the heavy 
work. The duration, or “building up” of the business 
occupied something like five years. Incubators and 
| brooders were used. The stock was advertised some in 
the State poultry papers, and exhibited annually at the 
local shows. Its care was always of the, best, and in 
this particular case the grain foods were bought in the 
lowest market and to the best advantage. The plant was 
in a flourishing condition and would have increased its 


business from year to year, had not the daughter mar- 


ried, which induced the mother to dispose of the busi- 
ness. So much for an outline. Its development, how- 
ever, was not accomplished without persistent effort in 
overcoming obstacles that at times were discouraging. 

On more than one occasion the owners came to the 
writer with their troubles and a strong desire to aban- 
don the enterprise, sell out and quit. A timely word of 
advice, a practical suggestion, and an admonishing to 
| stick to it and wring success out of seeming failure 
brought the plant to a splendid paying proposition, 
which, in case it had ‘continued, would have, in the 
writer’s opinion, done a business of $3000 a year and 
over.

Better Administration. 


HE application of common-sense principles through 

intelligent and widely-advertised rules is having good 
results all along the line of forest preservation in the 
West. Since the forest reservations have been placed 
under Secretary Wilson’s department the use of these 
lands or of the timber thereon is not a hit-and-miss 
proposition. All may use but none misuse the timber. 
No one thinks now of grazing sheep upon a watershed 
overlaying an irrigation district and carelessness in set- 
ting fires is getting rare indeed. Lately a warm contest 
arose in a northern reserve not given to irrigational 
supplies. The cattlemen and the sheepmen could not 
agree upon a division of the grazing lands. After hold- 
ing a meeting lasting a week in a vain endeavor to com- 
promise the sheepmen withdrew and proposed to report 
failure to agree. Under the Department of Agriculture’s 
rules this would have given each of these interests the 
same privileges, whenever the cattlemen came to an 
agreement at once allowing the sheep growers forty sec- 
tions of land, to which their flocks will be entirely con- 
fined.

Use of Land Plaster. 


SAN BERNARDINO fruit grower writes to this de- 

partment concerning the effects of gypsum upon cer- 
tain soils supposed to be deficient in lime. In answer 
I quote from the latest bulletin published by the Depart- 
ment of Agri¢ulture, received this week: 

“Gypsum, or land plaster, is a combination of lime 
with sulphuric acid (oil of vitriol) and water. Upon 
heating, gypsum loses its water and is changed into 
plaster of Paris or calcined plaster, which is used in 
making casts and for many other industrial purposes. 

“In case a soft ie seriously deficient in lime, gypsum 
may act as a direct manure; usually, however, its bene- 
ficial effect upon soils is attributed to its indirect action 
in liberating potash, and possibly other substances, 
which were locked up in the soil in such combinations 
that plants could not make use of them. Gypsum may 
be helpful to a limited extent on clayey soils by floceu- 
lating the fine particles, on accéunt of which the soil is 
less likely to become “waterlogged” and to cake, and 
hence interfere with the operations of tillage. In the 
last-mentioned respect water-slaked lime or the car- 
bonate is said to be much more efficacious than gypsum, 
though as a liberator of potash gypsum, is claimed to 
lead.” 


Entomologists Happy. 


BOUT 50,000 American-bred parasites of caterpillars 

have been released upon the Boston commons to 
work upon the gypsy moth. Dr. Howard, who is one of 
the best practical entomologists expresses hope that this 
European fly (Pteromalus) which he brought from the 
continent_last season will control this enemy of all 
foliage in Massachusetts. The parasite has been seen 
depositing her eggs upon the caterpillars of the moth. in 
the open field, promising with some certainly the con- 
trol of a moth that has cost Massachusetts millions in 
cash during the last two decades.

There are plenty of 
onest seedsmen in the United States, and these aim 
to treat a customer fairly, but many of these firms have 
mot an adequate knowledge of grass and forage plant 
seeds and are almost as liable to errar as the purchaser 
himself. A firm that can be depended upon in the sale 
of grasses and clovers must not only be honest, but must 
have a special knowledge of the seeds it sells. Such 
‘firms usually offer their customers a fancy article and 
urge them to buy it in preference to the cheaper grades, 
but the latter must be handled because of the demand 
for them. |

that advised to continue offering high- 
grade seeds, although the demand did not seem to jus- 
tify it, and these grades were not profitable. The rea- 
son given to him was that it would help his reputation, 
and that so long as people were foolish enough to buy 
low grades and tailings his profits would come from 
the sale of these low grades.

The Onion and its Relatives.

How to Keep Cut Flowers. 


N the October and other numbers of The Garden 
Magazine the “Garden Club of Philadelphia” offered 
for competition three prizes of $25, $15 and $10 each. 
The object of this competition was to ascertain the best 
method of keeping cut flowers fresh in private houses, 
which came from the greenhouse during the winter 
months. 3 

The prizes have been awarded as follows: 

First prize, Mrs. Will Carlton, Keene, N. H. Method: 
Clip the stems a little and give fresh water each morn- 
ing. Set the vase containing the flowers in a pan of 
water in a cool place at night. | 

Second prize, Mrs. F. J. Lee, 806 South West street, 
Syracuse, N. V. Method: Clip ends of stems each 
morning and put fresh cool water in vases that are 
clean and free from slime or odor. Remove any outside 
leaves from blooms that may be wilted or bruised, and 
place where they will not get direct heat from registe1 
or radiator. Put fresh water in vases again at night, 
and put in a cool place, near an open window, if not 
too cold. 

Third prize, Miss Clara Cheney Smith, 55 Capitol ave- 
nue, Hartford, Conn. Method: Give fresh water every 
morning. Remove all foliage below the water line on 
account of decay. Never crowd stems, give plenty of 
room in the vase. Keep in a fairly cool place at night, 
removing flowers from the vase, and placing them in a 
large pail or foot tub of fresh water so that the entire 
calyx of blossom, if possible, rests on the water, and 
the whole stem is immersed. Clip the stems only as 
they become discolored. 

In this contest the club received thirty-nine different 


suggestions for keeping flowers. In order to award the 


prizes, a committee from the club held an eight-day 
test, using roses exclusively. When these tests were 


over, the committee was not satisfied with the result, so 


another test was made, using other flowers, such as 


sweet peas, daffodils, mignonette, heliotrope, and carna- 
tions. Seven subjects were tried, but they only corrob- 
orated the results in the rose test.—[Garden Magazine.

It is strange that only of late years has the study of 
16 pPoychie phenomena been taken up in a practical, com- 
mon-sense way, by a society in England, which now 
has a branch in this country. The evidence so far 
gathered certainly tends to show that there is some 
foundation for belief in the existence of intelligences 
to us unseen and unknown. The possibility of tele- 
pathy, or thought transference, under certain condi- 
tions, appears to be well proven, while the appearance,

— : 7 pears to be the most frequent psychic phenomena, re- 
garding which strong evidence has been collected. 

{t is difficult to imagine any more interesting line of 
investigation than this. Those who undertake it 
should, however, guard against permitting themselves to 
become obsessed, or led away, by the occult and mystic. 
Otherwise, they will soon find that their “mortal 
minds” are of little use, for ordinary, every-day work. 
Indeed, all this occult business leads directly or in- 
diectly to insanity. There is danger in the line of 
psychic investigation—and very little solid profit, so 
far, can be shown. Most of those who give themselves 
up to this sort of thing become more or less mentally 
unbalanced, and unfit for the stern, sober duties of life. 
They become wild theorists, deluding themselves into 
believing what they so strongly hope to be true. 

If it is true that the spirits of the departed are able 
to communicate with us on earth, surely they could oc- 
easionally find something more useful to do than to 
fling around half-faded bouquets in the dark, or twang 
+? guitars. Why can’t they occasionally throw a loaf of 

bread to a starving widow? Did any one ever hear of 

their doing such a thing? Yet, it must be quite as easy 
for a disembodied spirit to throw a loaf of bread, as to 
throw a tambourine, at a human head. 

Again, how is it, when we get what to be 
messages from the departed, who in this life have been 
bright, intelligent and clever, we so often find the state- 
ments written in such rotten drivelling English as 
would cause the writer thereof to be fired summarily 
from the city room of a self-respecting newspaper? 

We may grant the possibility of thought transference, 
we may grant the possibility of clairvoyance and clair- 
audiance—-that, under certain conditions of mind, cer- 
tain specially endowed people may be able to see or to 
hear, or both to see and hear, what happens at a dis- 
tance. When, however it comes to predicting what is 
to happen in the future, as so many of these commercial 
soothsayers pretend to do, there the intelligent man at 
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To foretell what is to happen twenty years or two min- 
utes from the present time would be a miracle, and 
science does not recognize’ miracles. To this, an ex- 
ception may be made where a person has learned to 
diagnose diseases by the face. Such a person may 
readily foretell that, ere long, the party of the second 
part will be afflicted with disease of the kidneys, or 
liver, or stomach, or some other organ. This, however, 
is not a miracle. It is not prophecy. It is simply skill 
—a skill possessed by all intelligent hygienists. The 
diseases are already lurking there, and are only await- 
ing a favorable opportunity to break out. 5 

Here are some extracts from a lecture by Dr. Melvor- 
Tyndall, delivered last year in Los Angeles: 

“I have been asked a great many times lately if it 
would not be best to avoid the investigation of psychic 
phenomena. Experiences which we have seen chron- 
icled in the daily press would indicate that there is a 
wonderful and dangerous power in the invisible, and 
that it is well to let it alone. Occurrences like these 
ought to demonstrate to us the necessity of absolute, 
positive knowledge, rather than to rush ignorantly into 
the handling of power which we do not understand. In 
the mental world, there is a network of invisible wires 
(one may say.) There is no danger where one knows 
the mental laws, but there is danger to the one who 
works blindly and ignorantly.“ 

Yes, indeed, this sort of investigation is quite inter- 


esting. It does seem strange that, after so many thous- 
ands of years on earth, we human beings should know 
absolutely not one whit more of whence we come, or 
whither we are going, or what we are, than the cave 
dwellers of the stone age. There is, however, as the 
editor has said, danger along the line of such investiga- 
tion. Therefore, don’t give yourself up to it too in- 
tensely, but remember that, while we may guess at 
what is going to happen, or is happening, in the next 
world, we are forced, for the time, to live, and move, 
and have our being in this present world of much sor- 
row and trouble. Therefore, we should try to make the 
best of it, and to do what little good we can during our 
brief spell on earth. Make the best of this world, for 


other. We may hope—and most of us do hope, 
cerely—but we none of us know.

Southern California in Summer. 


GREAT many Eastern people, who have visited 

Southern California in winter, still hold to the idea 
that, because we have such a mild winter climate, it 
must be awfully hot here in summer, A dispatch from 
Chicago to The Times, dated August 22, told how the 
thermometer there had been up to 98 degrees, with a 
humidity of 82 per cent., followed by a sweltering, tor- 
rid night, and that seventeen people had died of the 
heat. On the following day eleven people died of the 
heat in Chicago. Similar reports were received from 
Milwaukee and other places. Now, let us see how it 
was in Los Ageles. 

On that same day, in Los Angeles, the highest point 
reached by the thermometer was 74 degrees, while the 
humidity was only 54. That is to say, 24 degrees less 
temperature and 27 per cent, less humidity. A temper- 
ature of 98 degrees, with a humidity of 82 per cent. is 
about equivalent to a temperature of 118, with a humid- 
ity of 54 per cent. In Los Angeles, however, as stated, 
the highest point reached was 74 degrees. 

One of the great advantages of this climate is the in- 
variable coolness of the nights. One can easily stand 
an occasional hot day, if one can only sleep comfort- 
ably at night, but to toss around. on top of the sheets, 
sweating, and waiting for another torrid day, is a good 
imitation of what hell is supposed to be like. 

There is probably not any other section of the world, 
of equal size, that has such a delightful all-the-year- 
round climate as the coast region of Southern Califor- 
nia, from Point Concepcion to Santa Barbara, and say 
twenty miles back from the ocean, or a total area of 
about 5000 square miles.

Ev- 
ery doctor includes one of these instruments in his out- 
fit, if he is well equipped. They were formerly made 
of steel, but in such form there is danger of injury, when 
the parts are tender. Hard rubber is now generally 
substituted. The dilators referred to are adjustable, 
that is to say, they are gradually widened, by the use of 
a screw. There are also immovable hard, rubber dila- 
tors on the market, in four sizes, and the latest is what 
is known as an “electro-thermo dilator.” Whatever 
benefit may be derived from the electrical feature of 
such a contrivance will be mainly due to suggestion, in 
the mind of the patient. These last named instruments 
are made of nickel, of silver, and of gold, and it is 
claimed can be more readily kept clean than those made 
of rubber. | 58 

The theory of dilation is based upon the fact that the 
anus is an important nerve center for the physical side 
of a person, just as the opening in the front of the body 
is an important center for the mental organism. The 
editor has found that rectal dilation is quite helpful, in 
connection with other hygienic treatment, in cases of 
poor circulation of the blood, constipation and insom- 
nia. It is not, however, necessary to purchase an in- 
strument for this purpose. Better results may be ob- 
tained by cutting a potato to the necessary shape and 
size.

Appendicitis. 


SUBSCRIBER inquires in regard to treatment of 
ppendicitis. Here is about what the editor would 
do, in such a case: 

Give for two hours, every half hour, a tablespoonful 
of pure olive oil, thoroughly beaten up with twice the 
amount of tomato juice. Or, if thére is no tomato juice, 
with a tablespoonful of lemon juice. Or, if you have 
neither tomatoes nor lemons, beat it up and take it 
straight, or eat, at the same intervals, half a dozen ripe

The Wicked Flea. 


d N EASTERNER” sends the following: 

“Will you tell of some method or meditine to 
protect us from fleas, the pest of an otherwise comfort- 
able country? The residents here treat them as a nec- 
essary evil. They even resent the complaints of newly- 
arrived Easterners. Without doubt, the wise people 
who devote their time to such small creatures as mos- 
quitoes, ants., etc., have not neglected the flea. Any 
method. of keeping them off would be gratefully appre- 
ciated.” 

As the correspondent says, the flea fs one of the few 
drawbacks of California. Another is the dust, and the 
dust is to a large extent responsible for the flea, for the 
flea objects to moisture. 

The nimble flea appears to have been known in an- | 
cient times. In the Bible we read: “The wicked flee, 
when no man pursueth.” Probably, in those early days, 
they had a great variety of “sure” flea remedies, such 
as you may find, in great variety, at any well-appointed 
drug store. After trying them all, you will probably 
come to the conclusion that the only thing to do is to 
swab up the floors and “grin and bear it.” The most 
promising insect discourager the editor has come across 
Is that recently recommended by Health Officer Powers, 


Take about 20 cents’ 
worth of extract of pennyroyal and 10 cents’ worth of 
pure alcoho® Mix with an atomizer and spray over 
the bedding before you retire, Try it for fleas. 


A correspondent strongly recommends the use cf 
crude carbolic acid as a disinfectant, and to keep off in- 
sects and reptiles of all kinds. It is black, and as thick 
as cream, and can be purchased in five-gallon cans. 
The correspondent says it drives away files, ants, spi- 
ders, mice, roaches, centipedes, scorpions and other 
“varmint.” He sprinkled some on paper, placing it on 
the floor, closed the door, and returned after two hours. 
Carbolic acid leaves a clean, healthy smell behind it. 


The editor begs that the numerous readers of this de- 
partment, who have other “sure cures” for fleas, will 
refrain from sending them in, because The Times has 
not room to print them. 

They say that dogs have fleas to make them exercise. 
Perhaps it is for this reason that we have so many 
hustlers in Southern California. Let us, at least, be 
thankful that flea bites are not poisdOnous. Also that 
rattlesnakes are not as agile and aggressive as fleas.

|WOMEN WITH | 
MEN EMBRACE. 


Whites and Blacks Mir in a 
Religious Frenzy. 


Wives Say They Left Hus- 
bands to Follow Preacher. 


Disgusting Scenes at Azusa 
Street Church, 


_Muttering a jargon of unintelligible 
sounds which no man can interpret, the 
worshipers in the barn-like negro 
church on Azusa street worked them- 
selves into paroxysms of religious fer- 
vor last night and brought the meet- 
ings, which have been held for some 
time, to a climax. They caused a crowd 
of nearly 500 to assemble. 

Swarming into the tumble-down 
structure, the scores of people who at- 
tended saw the strangest service ever 
held in this city. The one-eyed negro 
leader was surrounded by a motley 
company who shouted and moaned, 
screeched and prayed themselves 
hoarse in their frenzy. 

At the height of the mestine*s rather 
prepossessing White woman arose, and 
after waving her hands to secure si- 
lence, testified. that she has left her 
husband and children in order to follow 
the negro. She declared the Lord has 
told her to leave her family, and in 
her frenzy she threw her arms about 
the greasy-looking leader-and shouted 
his praises. 

THD HORROR OF IT. 

Another woman, young and well 
dressed, testified that she has left her 
husband and child in order to enjoy 
“more power.” She claimed to have 
had a vision in which she was told to 
leave her family. At the conclusion of 
her testimony she engaged in whis- 
pered conversation with the black 
leader and she appeared to press her 
face against his perspiring chops jn ae 
eagerness to tell her story. 

Other women told of husbands and 
children deserted in order to enjoy the 
full measure of faith. None of these 
were rebuked by the leader the 
eac 

Wierd prophesies concerning - ‘the de- 
struction of Los Angeles were shouted 
by several of the ranters, and dire ca- 
lamity was foretold by negro fanatics 
who professed to see only destruction 
for this city ere many days. 


the meeting was practically turned over 
to the negroes at 10 o'clock. Black 
wenches threw themselves on the floor 
and cackled and gabbied. 

FRENZY OF EMOTION. 

The room wae crowded almost to 
suffocation. Many were seated in the 
windows and scores who could not 
enter crowded around the lobby and 
struggiecd for a view of the principai 
actors in the religious farce. 

Men and women embraced each oth- 
er in an apparent agony of e 
Whites and negroes clasped hands and 
sang together. It was no uncommon 
sight to see a coinely young wench 
throw her arms about the neck of 
some white man in the audience and 
beg him to “come to the altar.” 

There were many young girls in the 
audience who came to the meeting 
unattended. These were special marks 
for the negro worshipers who endeav- 
ored to persuade the young women to 
“jine the church.” 

About fifty gathered around the 
platform at the conclusion of the first 
service, and many claimed to have 
received the “gift of tongues,” others 
professed “entire sanctification,” and 
still others professed to have been 
healed of divers diseases. 

“WOMEN IN FORCE. 

An ignorant negress declared she 
had suddenly received the power to 
read the Bible. She was careful, how- 
ever, not to give a sample of the spe- 
cial brand at learning she had so sud- 
denly acquired. She said: 

“Oh, my bredren, de Lawd has gib 
me de power to read and tonight I 
can read my title clar in de word.” 
Her further testimony was drowned in 
a babel of sounds. 

Because of the excitement which * 
been aroused amo the n 
special officer was detailed to — 
the meeting last night, and it was 
necessary for the policeman to enter 
the house several times in order to 
maintain order. | 

The surprise is that any respect 
abie white person would attend such 
meetings as are being conducted on 
Azusa street. A missionary and his 
wife, who are well known in church 
cireles in this city. took part in last 
nicht's meeting and at least a dosen 
young white women declared their in- 
tention of casting in their lot with the 
negro ranters. The service was con- 
tinued until nearly midnight.

TO CUT GEMS. 


Company With Ample Capital to Ee- 
tablish Large Pian in Los 
Angeles. 
San Diego county abounds in gems. 
Los Angeles promises ere long to rival 
Amsterdam as a gem cutting center. 
An exchange says: 

With capital of $2,500,000, a com- 
pany organized to develop the gem 
industry in California and Mexico. 
will, it is stated, erect im Los Angeles 
one of the largest cutting establish- 
ments in the United States. 

This city is already the leader of 
four gem-cutting centers in the coun- 
try and the new impetus will place it 
upon the plane of a world industry if 
plans are carried out as contemplated. 

The new company is headed by Joha 
Morrin, now in Amsterdam, study- 
ing the business. and he will, upon 
his return to America, be accompanied 
by William Tasch of Idra, Germany, 
a leading diamond cutter. Mr. Tasch 
will be an active member of the cor- 
poration and direct the work of the 
institution. 

Associated with Morrin and Tasch 


Grove and others. 
kunzite, which now ranks in value as 
a precious was named after Mr. 


Kuntz, who iscovered it. These 
stones are found in abundance in Call- 
fornia. 


Besides cutting kunzites, szircons, 
tourmalines, hyacinths and other well- 
known gems, the company will de 
velop the zircon beds of Lower Call- 
fornia, now held by Messrs. Hiller, 
Kuntz and others. These beds lie 136 
miles from San Diego. Recently Mr. 
Kuntz discovered in an old river bed. 
pink and white beryls, sapphires and 
diamond formations, and so soon as 
the hot weather wanes development 
will begin in these fields for diamonds 
and sapphires. 

Once active operations begin all this 
raw material will come to Los An- 
geles to be worked into gems for the 
market. Already zircons, kunzite, 
tourmaline, hyacinth and many other 
stones are coming in from Mexico, the 
leaders being the zircons, which range 
in color from pigeon blood to golden, 
and have a luster- as bright as a ruby. 
in some instances excelling this gem. 
They are No. 9 in hardness and cut to 


sixty facets. Often a half-dozen are 
cut before the perfect gem is se- 
cured. 


The new industry will depend as 
much on Mexico and Lower California 
for ite raw material, as it will on Cali- 
fornia, for the duty on raw material 
is extremely low, making it cheaper 
to send the uncut stones to this city 
than to employ cheap labor in Mexico 
and pay duty on the finished product. 

The new company bears the name 

of. the Baja Ca®fornia Gem and Gold 


. Company with headquarters in 


Los Angeles. With the return of Mr. 
Morrin plans will be drawn for a 
modern gem-cutting factory, and be- 
sides the army of lapidaries now op- 
erating here, some of the best ex- 
perts of the country will be gathered 
and put to work. 

There are few diamond cutters in 
the United States, owing to the ex- 
treme skill necessary to perfection in 
—. trade, and tue lack of demand for 

this special craft.
